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GEN. GLAY’S SECRET WILL 


Sealed Package, Produced by His 
“Child Wife,” Contained It. 


Document Creates a National Park and 
Disposes of Manuscripts—Dora 
Clay Brock Retains Counsel. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Aug. 2.—Another will 
of Gen. Cassius M. Clay, executed March 
28, 1901, a year after the one to be offere 
for probate to-morrow in Richmond, has 
been produced by Dora Clay Brock, the 
divorced child-wife of Gen. Clay. The in- 
strument is in Gen. Clay’s own handwriting, 
and sealed on the back with his private 
seal ring in green wax. 

Sections 1 and 2 appoint Dora Brock and 
two others, selected by her, as executors, 
and give them one-half of the proceeds of 
certain sales. The will continues: 


The White Hall lands and fixtures of 360 
acres shall remain, including houses, trees, &c., 
ferever the same intact—finest natural park on 
earth. It shall be in fee simple the property of 
the United States of America in trust for the 
inhabitants of this earth. It shall be so long 
under the care of my executors as may be 
deemed best by the Federal Government and 
then be under their direction and support in the 
purposes of this legator. 

My coal mines in Clay County, Ky., bought 
of Elis Bowlin, near Manchester, about 300 
acres more or less, shall be formed into @ 
company and worked for the use and benefit of 
the funds and needs of the White Hall Park, 
and to pay all legacies and debts here enjoined. 

The 360 acres of my son, Green Clay, de- 
ceased, when my late divorced Mary Jane W. 
Clay lived in Madison County, Ky., shall be 
sold, and the proceeds go into the White Hall 
Park reserve fund. All other lands shall be 
sold for the same fund or given to the legatees 
as ordered herein. 


Sections 5, 6, 7, and 8 give Dora Brock 
ten thousand in bonds and bequests to 
James Bowlin and other employes. All 
other property, personal and real, goes into 
the White Hall Park reserve fund. Sec- 
tion 9 reads: 


Of the works of art in my house, the por- 
traits of the Emperor and Empress of Russia, 
given me by their Majesties, with their auto- 
graphs and seals, and the likeness (painting) 
of my son, Warfield Clay, shall remain, and 
such other things not then disposed of shall 
remain there forever. 

The bust of this legator in marble on Verde 
antique marble stand—wherever found—by the 
great sculptor Joel Todd Hart, shall be placed 
in the Corcoran Gallery at Washington, > Gas 
or other gallery, as the executors elect. 


Gen. Clay’s manuscripts are disposed in 
the next section, which reads: 

My manuscripts, five volumes or more of my 
memoirs, the material for Icarus, written by 
this legator, shall be given to the Association of 
American Authors in New York—of which I am 


an honorary member—for publication and copy- 
righted, one-half of the proceeds to go to my 
former wife, Dora, and the other half to the so- 
ciety forever; in the event of her death before 
publication of said book Icarus, the child of said 
Dora, Cassius Marcellus C. Brock, forever. 


The other will, dated May 12, 1900, will be 
probated to-morrow, and it was for her pro- 
tection in that will that Dora Brock re- 
tained J. M. Norwood, to whom she told 
ihat she had an unopened envelope that 
Gen. Clay gave her, with the admonition 
~hat it was to be kept until after his death, 
It turned out to be the last will. Col. 
James Scott has since been retained to as- 
sist Mr. Norvood.

It is reported that ex-Sen- 
ator Marion Butler of North Carolina is in- 
terested in this enterprise. 


PRICE OF BEEF ADVANCED. 


Raise, Now in Effect in the West, Will 
Reach New York in a Fort- 


night, It Is Said.

OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 2.—It is reported 
here that the packing houses will immedi- 
ately raise the price of fresh beef through- 
out the country. Already the raise has 
taken effect in a number of Western cities 
and is expected to reach New York and the 
East within two weeks. 

This raise comes in the face of the re- 
duction in the price of cattle, and in spite 


of the heavy run of range cattl] yhic 
due within the next two weeks ig 
always reduces the market price of live 
stock still further. No change is contem- 
plated on other meats than beef. 

It is significant of an understanding 
among the packers that the raise in prices 
is being made simultaneously by all the 
packing houses. 


NEGRO GUARDSMEN ARRESTED. 


They Had Cut Down a Tree from Which 
a Colored Man Had Been Hanged.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 2.—When the 
District National Guard! marched in from 
their Summer camp in Loudoun County, 
Va., last night eight men belonging to the 


colored battalion were brought along as 


prisoners. Their arrest was a consequence 
of an outburst of resentment against the 
lawless citizens of Loudoun County who a 
year ago lynched a negro who waylaid and 
killed a farmer because while serving on a 
jury he voted to send the negro to the peni- 
tentiary for highway robbery.

merciless justice meted out to the mur-

He Thinks the Decline of Liberty Every- 
where Is Inevitable.

LONDON, Aug. 3.—Count Tolsto!, says 
the Paris correspondent of The Times, is 
contributing to a Paris review an arti- 
cie called ““An Appeal to Politicians,” 
which contains a profoundly pessimistic 
survey of the inevitable progressive de- 
cline of liberty under all forms of gov- 
ernment. 

Count Tolstol says the recognition of 
the right ef enforcing obedience to law 
is a feature of autocratic systems as 
well as of revolutionary and Socialist 
ideals. Modern technical improvements 
have so strengthened modern Govern- 
ments that revolutions by force have be- 
come impossible, hence the only effect- 
ive means of securing true liberty is the 
adoption of a religious conception of 


life. 
The Russian author seems to regard 
the Doukhobors as models of the higher 


morality, and concludes that the sole 
means of benefiting humanity is for the 
individual to give an example of good 


life. 

The Times’s correspondent says the 
article seems stronger in negative criti- 
cisms than on the positive side. 


CONSCIENCE WON AT LAST. 


Woman Pays a Grocery Bill After Thir- 
ty-seven Years.

EAST ORANGE, N. J., Aug. 2.—The heirs 
of E. B. Gonzales, who about thirty years 
ago conducted a large grocery business in 
East Orange, have just received a check 
from a conscience stricken woman who 
says she has not enjoyed a night of sound 
sleep since she ran up the bill for groceries 
twenty-seven years ago and decamped 
without paying it. 

Mr. Gonzales died suddenly in 1877, and 
had many accounts outstanding on his 
books, with the result that his heirs did 
not realize much on them, and this debtor 
skipped out with the rest and went to live 
in Englewood. Mrs. Gonzales moved to 
Illinois. 

As the years wore on, the thirty-dollar 
debt haunted the woman, and she became 
a prey to dull and morbid fancies; she suf- 
fered for years, and was afflicted with in- 
somnia, and at last she consulted a lawyer, 
the lawyer consulted the Gonzales heirs, 
who had meanwhile returned to East 
Orange, a check was handed over, a re- 
ceipt given, and the conscience-stricken 
one slept soundly until 10 o'clock the next 
day.

WALKING DELEGATES: 
ASSAIL BRIBE GIVERS 


Resolutions Adopted Attacking Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome. 


Stormy Debate at Central Federated 
Union’s Meeting Over Question of 
“ Graft "—Parks Declared to 
be Jerome's Issue. 


Not since the stormy days of the old Cen- 
tral Labor Union has the Central Feder- 


| ated Union been so strongly exercised as 


it

was yesterday over the question of 
graft.” There was a good deal of busi- 
ness to be done at the meeting of the cen- 
tral body yesterday, but when the auestion 
‘graft’ was brought up all other busi- 
ness seemed to have been forgotten, The 
question was brought up on a reading of a 
preamble and resolution by James P. Hol- 
land of the Eccentric Firemen's Union in 
reference to the prosecutions instituted by 
District Attorney Jerome against labor 
leaders. 

These resolutions were passed at the last 
week's meeting of the miscellaneous sec- 
tion of the central body and were submitted 


; for indorsement. 


The preamble declared that some of the 
newspupers gave plenty of prominence to 
the labor leaders and too little to the em- 
ployers in describing the prosecutions of 
business agents who were arrested on the 
charge of extortion. It stated that Mr. 
Jerome had evidence in his possession to 
convict certain business agents, which eyi- 
dence he has had in his possession for oyer 
a year. 

The preamble further says that “ this 
public official,’’ meaning District Attorney 
Jerome, failed to either affirm or deny 
statements attributed to him in reference 
to “ graft’’ appearing in the public press 
and charged him with moral cowardice in 


so doing. The tollowing resolution was 
then appended: 

* Be it resolved, That we deplore the 
methods of conducting said office and de- 
mand equal rights for all citizens, whether 
they be wage earners or capitalists. We 
consider the person giving a bribe equally 
guilty with those who receive it.”’ 

The preamble and resolution were signed 
by James Daly, George H. McVey, H. 
Farley, James P. Holland, and Matthew 
McConville. 


ATTACK ON BRIBE GIVERS. 
Herman Robinson, Financial Secretary of 
the central body and delegate of the United 
Clothing Salesmen’s Union, sald that the 
working péople wanted the District Attor- 


ney to haul up before the courts the people 
who contributed to the alleged corruption 
funds of the walking delegates. He de- 
clared that the prosecutions were more in 
the nature of persecution than presecution. 

‘‘If people are out for the graft,”’ he said, 
‘others must be ready to give it to them. 
Let lustrict Attorney Jerome take steps 
against the builders who give the graft. 
The briber is equally guilty with the 
party who takes bribes. We are not all 
saints, and if there are any black pmeep 
among the unions we want them exposed, 
but we also want the capitalists who tempt 
the labor. delegates with bribes\exposed, 
toeo,"’ 

Delegate Hand of 
Wagon Makers’ Union, 
uneasy, then got the floor. 
himself as follows: 

“I heard that human-gashouse speaking. 
here one Sunday,” referring to Mr. Jerome, 
“and listened to him with great amusre- 
ment. He promised that he would pound 
all men equally. 1 don’t take any stock in 
District Attorney Jerome, and { am ready 
to tell him that to his face." 

Emil Kaufman of the Clothing Cutters 
advised the delegates to go slow. He said 
that District Attorney Jerome had many 
difficulties to encounter in obtaining proof, 
and he had already convicted one labor 
leader. 

“Who?” shouted Delegate Farley of the 
Amalgamated Painters’ Society. ‘I rise to 
a point of order. I want to know the 
names? "’ 

The Chairman declared Farley's inter- 
ruption out of order, and Kaufman, resum- 
ing his speech, said that if through false 
delicacy members of labor unions did not 
give the names of men whom they knew to 
be ‘‘ grafters’’ they were wrong. He was 
laughed at by most of the other delegates, 
but stood his ground, 

‘I say,” he continued, “that I am not 
prejudiced in any way. If there are graft- 
ers in our midst we should not try to shield 
them.” 

Some of the delegates were indignant at 
this and others laughed. Kaufman, contin- 
uing, said that District Attorney Jerome 
had done some good work. He had con- 
victed a man and he believed he was doing 
his best. 

“What man?” shouted Farley, 
springing to his feet. 

‘Lawrence Murphy,” said several dele- 
gates. 

‘Let Mr. Kaufman speak for himself," 
said Farley. 

“If a man doesn't want to see I 
help it,” said Kaufman. ‘‘ We know 
Lawrence Murphy was convicted, 
can deny that.”’ 

Farley remarked that Murphy was not a 
business agent, and then Morris Brown of 
Cigarmakers’ Union 144 took the floor. 

‘IT am no warm admirer of Mr, Jerome," 
he said, ‘ but I like to see him caking up 
the question of corruption, either among 
employers or trades unions, If he finds 
out that there are corrupt people in the labor 
movement, we should throw them out as 
soon as possible. If the District Attorney 
cannot find any corrupt men among us, 
then let him drop the matter. If, on the 
other hand, he finds guilty men, then iet 
him go after the bribe-givers.”’ 

Brown then began a criticism of the 
daily newspapers and criticised the dvele- 
gates for not having a paper of their own, 
which would print all the labor news, 
Turning to Delegate Robinson, he said: 

*“You spoke very bitterly a while wugo. 
Have you done anything to help Jabor to 
get a paper of its own? You all siraply sit 
like a lot of sheep.” 

Delegate Holland, who read the resolut‘on, 
then took the floor. He said that tnere 
was no desire in the resolution he offered 
to protect any one, The fact was, how- 
ever, he said, that Mr. Jerome had tocked 
up three or four people on various churves 
of extortion and was doing nothing what- 
ever to convict them. 

“Tr he has evidence that ‘Sam’ Parks 
or Richard Carvel or any of the others 
have taken bribes, why in —— doesn't he 
convict them? We are not here to babk 
up ‘Sam’ Parks or any one else, I don't 
know whether ‘Sam’ Parks has any in- 
fluence or not. If he is guilty let him be 
proved guilty, and if he is innocent ler h'm 
be proved innocent.” 


JEROME'S LABOR CASES. 


Delegate Pantin of the Pursemakers’ 


Union said that Jerome was playing for 
something higher. He knew, Pantin ssid, 
that the working men could not give him 
a nomination, but that the rich men could. 
Pdntin then continued: 

‘“‘T have no faith in the disinterestedness 
of the efforts of District Attorney Jeromp. 
If Parks extorted money, why doesn't he 
prosecute the man who made Parks? The 
fact is that they want to get up a cam- 
paign weapon.” 

Phillip Kelly of the Theatrical Protective 


Union called attention to the resolution, 
and said that they were wandering from 


the subject. 

“The fact is,”” said Delegate Daly of the 
Dock Builders’ Union, “that when the 
working people appeal to Jerome he does 
nothing, but when the Building Trades As- 
sociation -presses the button he jumps up, 
One thing we do know, whatever Parks 
may be he is game to the core. He has 
more fighting blood than Jerome any day 
in the week.”’ 

James McCabe of the Gold Beaters’ Union 
said that the more “roasting ’’ Mr. Jerome

McCabe said that he 
did not belleve Parks was guilty, but guilty

| A WORD FOR JEROME. 


The preamble and resolution were then 
adopted. Shortly before they were adopted 
Daniel S, Jacobs of Cigarmakers’ Union 
No. 13 came into the hall, but they were 
adopted before he had a chance to speak. 
Jacobs said afterward: 

“‘If I had got a chance to speak, I would 
have said that there was no law under 
which Mr. Jerome could proceed against 
the bribe-givers, except in the case of a 
public official, When the appeal is sent 
to Mr, Jerome to proceed against the al- 
leged bribe-givers, I anticipate that he 
will send a reply to that effect. Mr, Je- 
rome, no matter what his intentions are, 
must go in accordance with the law.” 

Before the discussion on ‘‘ graft” took 
place, several reports from delegates were 


made regarding trade disputes. The Gele- 
gate of the Smoking Pipemakers’ Union 
reported that 150 pipemakers had struck in 
the factory of Hirsch & Kuhn, on Leonard 
Street. They were afterward asked to 
return to work, but refused to return until 
their demands, which were for union con- 
ditions, were granted, Then he said a 
general lockout of 600 smoking pipemakers 
was ordered in the shops of autman 
Brothers & Bondy, Grand Street; Memuth 
& Co., broadway, and Samuel Frank, Ave- 
nue B and Seventeenth Street. 

John J. Pallas of the Pattern Makers was 
elected delegate to the convention of the 
Workingmen's State Federation of Labor, 
which begins in Schenectady Sept. 15. The 
principal matters to be taken up at the 
convention are government by injunction 
and the rapid increase of immigration to 
this country during th? last year. : 

The delegate of the Pipe Calkers and Tap- 
pers’ Union reported that it had signed an 
agreement with the rapid transit contrac- 
tors, by which the members of the union 
gained their demands. He also reported 
that the Interurban Rapid Transit Say ward 
had granted demands of the pipe calkers 
3.50 a day and an eight- 
hour workday and time and a half for over- 
time and holiday work. In case the union 
could not furnish enough men competent 
men were to be employed under union con- 
ditions. 


EMPLOYERS TO START WORK. 


Parks Faction Seeking to Induce Ex- 
pelled Union to Repudiate Ar- 
bitration Plan. 


In accordance with the ultimatum of the 
Iron League work will be generally re- 
sumed to-day on all buildings throughout 
the city with housesmiths wherever men 
are found who will go to work under the 
plan of arbitration and sign it individual- 
ly. The intention of the Employers’ Asso- 
ciation is not to employ non-union men 
where union men can be procured, as the 
whole plan and scope of the arbitration 
agreement under which these men go to 


work is based upon the employment of 
union men. 

it has developed that the influence of 
the Parks faction of the Housesmiths and 
Bridgemen’'s Union has been at work in 
other unions. Though the United Portable 
and Safety Engineers’ Union has been ex- 
pelied from the Board of Building Trades 
for signing the arbitration agreement, 
there were well authenticated rumors yes- 
terday that many members of the union 
are dissatisfied with its acceptance of the 
arbitration agreement. 

At the meeting in Maennerchor Hall last 
Thureday night, at which the union decided 
to accept the arbitration agreement, sev- 
eral membefs of the ae ers’ Association 
who. were present explain the agreement 
and every one appeared satisfied. 

Now, according to a number of the mem- 
bers, the meeting was not a representative 
one. As the agreement with the employers 
will give these engineers some of the work 
formerly done by the members of the 
Housesmiths’ and Bridgemen's Union, it is 
said that the Parks faction in the latter has 
taken alarm, and that owing to its influ- 
ence another vote will be taken at a meet- 
ing of the engineers on Saturday night. In 
the meantime the Parks faction wiil work 
tooth and nail, it is said, to get the engi- 
neers to reverse their decision,

NO COAL STRIKE THIS YEAR. 


But Anthracite Miners May Quit Work 
During the Presidential Campaign 
if Differences Are Not Settled.

POTTSVILLE, Penn., Aug, 2.—High offi- 
cials of the United Mine Workers say that, 
though there may be serious trouble at the 
meeting of the Conciliation Board here next 
Thursday, there will be no general anthra- 
cite strike before the Presidential cam- 
paign, if then. 

The miners are becoming very impatient 
over the apparent inability of the Concilia- 
tion Board to settle the differences that 
exist, but they realize that even if the 
questions now pending fail of solution, this 
is not a good time to strike, During a 
I'residentia! year, according to their expec- 
tations, political complications will make 
victory for the miners a certainty, in the 
event of a general strike, 

Though no general strike seems in: pros- 
pect, the big coal companies have begun to 
store the smaller sizes of anthracite. Offi- 
cials of the Reading Company say the 
amount of coal mined this Summer will 
break all records, Steady work has great- 
ly improved the condition of the miners as 
well as of the operating companies, Witbin 
seven months, however, there have been 
more than 100 fatal accidents. 


Soft Coal.

ORANGE, N. J., Aug. 2.—The Civics 
Club of Orange has received a communica- 
tion from the Erie Railroad, in which it 


is stated that the company will abolish the 
use of soft coal in thelr engines which run 
through the Oranges, The matter of the 
soft coal nuisance was taken up with the 
railroad company and some manufact- 
wurers who were using soft coal which 
drifted over the city, disfiguring curtains 
and linen.

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|A DELMONICO FIRE PANIC 


Blaze in Basement of Restaurant 
Drove Diners Into Street. 


Fashionable Patrons Groped in Utter 
Darkness for Exits—Firemen 
Have Easy Work. 


Delmonico’s restaurant at Forty-fourth 
Street and Fifth Avenue was. threatened 
by fire shortly before midnight last night. 
The news spread fast and excited great 
interest. The fire was but slight, and was 
caused by defective insulation in the base- 
ment. The police placed the damage at 
$500, though the attachés of the eating 
house said there was no damage. 

Confusion and almost a panic reigned in 
the corridors and dining rooms when the 
alarm was given and a faint odor of burn- 
ing wood was diffused through the build- 
ing. There were 150 men and women in the 
large dining room on the first floor, and in 
the café were a number of men. The 
guests started to their feet when the 
alarming sounds reached their ears, for 
some one had cried ‘“‘ Fire!’’ and all start- 
ed for the doors. Many of them did not go 
through the formality of getting their hats, 
coats, or wraps. 

On the top floor of the building are the 
quarters of about thirty of the female em- 
ployes of the establishment, and all of 
these, when alarmed by elevator boys, 
rushed down the stairs or crowded into 
the elevators. 

While the confusion was at its height 
every light in the house went out, for the 
trouble below was in the engine room. 
The lack of light more than ever fright- 
ened guests and employes. 

Meanwhile the commotion had been ob- 
served from the street, and an alarm of 
fire was turned in from the Lorraine 
Hotel, at Forty-fifth Street and Fifth 
Avenue. 

Truck 4 was the first to respond to the 
call, As it swung around the corner of 
Forty-fourth Street it came near running 
across a procession of men and women in 
evening dress who had emerged from Del- 
monico’s and were running: to Sherry’s, 
across the way. 

fhe firemen slung chemical fire extin- 
guishers over their shoulders and ran in 
and traced the fire to the engine room in 
the basement. There they found the wood- 
work of the room in a biaze, and in a few 
moments had the flames under control 

Meanwhile Fifth Avenue rang with the 
bells of innumerable engines and the ave- 
nues in the vicinity were lined by the late 
guests and those who had been dining at 
pherry's. 

When all of the engines and trucks had 
left some of the guests ventured back to 
the dining rooms in a search for their gar- 
ments left behind in their hurry. Others 
sent messengers, not caring to return. 

Those who returned were unable to find 
their way on account of the total darkness, 
and soon all of the thirty-odd waiters em- 
ployed at the place were scurrying about 
to find candles and lights. 

In the ornamental candlesticks on the 
tables of the dining room were stuck good- 
sized tallow dips, while small lamps were 
placed about the rooms. 

By the light of these, the guests who had 
returned, sat down and finished their din- 
ners, 

The diners were watched from the out- 
side of the windows on Fifth Avenue by a 
large and curious crowd, attracted by the 
makeshift at lilumination. After the last 
of the returned diners had left, the house 
was locked up by the managers and no 
one was admitted, 

According, to the police t he fire had 
been burning from ten to twenty minutes 
betore the alarm wus given.. The lghts 
were extinguished by the flame in the en- 
gine room reaching and melting the wires 
connected with the lighting plant. 

Although the manager was. silent re- 
garding the panic reported to have oc- 
curred when the lights went out, Police- 
men Stark, Quirk, and Roundsman Atkins 
reported that several of the women guests 
had to be partly carried out of the cor- 
ridors in the first rush to escape, when 
the dense black smoke poured through 
the corridors in the darkness, The volume 
of smoke was 30 thick that it spread 
throughout the neighborhood and hung 
about the building. 


YOUNG MAN COWHIDED. 


Georgia Mother, Who Says He Slan- 
dered Her Daughter, Attacks Him 


as He Enters Church.

BUCHANAN, Ga., Aug. 2.—Begging pite- 
ously for mercy, Alexander Murray, son of 
the wealthiest man of this locality, was 
cowhided to-day just as he was preparing 
to enter church, by Mrs. Josie Harrison, 
the Postmistress here, who was aided by 
her sister. Mrs. Harrison has a young 
daughter to whom Murray has been paying 
attention. 

A few days ago rumors reflecting on the 
girl became current. The mother traced 
these stories to Murray, she says. This 
morning, armed with a cowhide and accom- 
panied by her sister, Mrs. Harrison sta- 
tioned herself at the church door. In a few 
minutes Murray appeared. The young man 


was covered by a revolver in the hands of 


the sister and the mother began to ply the 
cowhide. 

Murray screamed and 
the church, but the mother continued to 
use the cowhide until the young man‘s 
‘clothes were cut and his flesh was bleed- 
ing. Several strokes landed on his face, 
one of his eyes being closed. 

Finally Mrs. Harrison was induced to de- 
sist, and then she drew a document from 
her pocket in which it was said that the 
rvmors against the girl were lies and were 
uttered by a base slanderer. This she 
forced Murray to sign. The young man is 
seriously injured, but public sentiment 
sustains the mother.

VOLCANO BREAKS LOOSE. 


Colima, in Mexico, Begins an Eruption, 
Accompanied by Rumblings 
and Earthqukes. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 2.—A dispatch re- 
ceived here from Colima to-day states that 
the Colima Volcano is in eruption. It is 
believed that another outflow of lava has 
occurred, but the dense smoke about the 
mountain makes it impossible to determine 
exactly what has happened. 

The outbreak has been accomplished by 
loud detonations, and information from 
the surrounding districts is to the effect 
that rumblings and underground earth- 
quake shocks have been felt during the 
last twenty-four hours. , 

No reports of serious damage have been 


received, but many people in the nearby 
villages have left for other districts. 


Two Queen and Crescent Freight Trains 
Meet Head-On in Kentucky. 


SOMERSET, Ky., Aug. 2.—Through a 
misunderstanding of orders, two Queen and 
Crescent freight trains, both double-head- 
ers, met head on last midnight between 
Cumberland Falls and Greenwood, killing 
six men and seriously injuring two others. 

The bodies of Firemen Joseph Phillips, 
Frank F'etcher, Walter Walters, and an 
unknown man who was stealing a ride, 
were recovered. The dead bodies of two 
brakeman whose names were not learned 
are known to be buried under the débris, 
where forty cars lie wrecked. Engineers 
Duke and Iitzgerald were seriously injured 
and Duke may die. Engineers Klein and 
Hainsworth both escaped by jumping, as 
did the rest of the trainmen. 


SWORE AT THE PRESIDENT. 


Irritated Wheelman Profuse’ with 
Apology When He Learned Whom 
He Had Abused. 


OYSTER BAY, L. I., Aug. 2.—A wheel- 
man whose way was partly blocked by 
President Roosevelt's carriage this morn- 
ing in front of Christ Church so far forgot 
himself as to use profane language, with 
the result that the President had to signal 
the Secret Service men to remove the man. 
He was taken away quickly and quietly 
and told who was in the carriage, and was 
profuse in his apologies, and said he would 
not have spoken had he known the facts. 
He received a lecture by one of the officers 


on the use of certain kinds of language be- 
fore women and children, and was allowed 


to go. 

There is a group of carriages every Sun- 
day in front of the church, and the Previ- 
dent’s is among the number. The [resi- 
dent's party, which included the whole 
family except Alice and Quentin, this morn- 
ing, was a little late in arriving, and as 
they approached the church the carriage 
blocked the road. The wheelman had e!- 
ready had to alight because of the car- 
Tiages and was walking past them. when 
he found the President's carriage osxain 
blocking his way. He was doubtless angry 
over the use of the road by the others, and 
when he found the way closed still fur- 
ther, lost control of his tongue.

CHARGES AGAINST MR. WARE. 


Politics Said to Affect the Administra- 
tion of the Pension Office at Topeka. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Pension Com- 
missioner Ware is having his full share of 
the annoyances which usually beset the 
incumbent of his office. Albert Martin of 
Kansas has forwarded to Washington a 
sworn statement in which he sets forth 
charges against Mr. Ware in_ connection 
with his action in dismissing Martin and 
reducing two other clerks employed under 
the civil service rules in the pension agen- 
cy at Topeka. 

Martin in his statement says that he had 
beer in the office of the United States 
Pension Agency at Topeka since 1894, and 
was thoroughly competent to discharge the 
duties imposed upon him; that on or about 
Nov. 12, 1002, he was dismissed and L. 8. 
Fortune and Martin Oswald were sum- 
moned before Gen. M. 8. Metcalf, Pension 
Agent at Topeka, and ‘informed that their 
salaries would be reduced from $1,000 to 
$90U per year; that he (Metcalf) considered 
the three men thoroughly competent clerks, 
but that for political reasons he was obliged 
to reduce their salaries. 

The occasion for these reductions in sal- 
ary, it is intimated, lay in the desire of 
the Commissfoner to increase other salaries 
by the sum of $400 a year. It is claimed 
that the purpose of the reductions was 
wholly political. When the charges were 
called to Commissioner Ware's attention 
he denied that politics had anything to do 
with the matter. 

Mr. Martin also charges that Commis- 
sioner Ware's colored coachman was given 
a position in the Topeka agency, although 
it was understood that the Civil Service 
Commission had objected to his appoint- 
ment in Washington. The negro, he says, 
is on the rolls as a laborer, but has a desk 
with the other clerks and is doing cler- 
ical work in a poor manner. 


Crew of the Morrill, at Milwaukee, Say 
Rations Are Scarce and Pay 
is Held Back.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 2.—There is 
trouble aboard of the United States reve- 
nue cutter Morrill, Unless some changes 
are made to-morrow in the rations or the 


methods of handing out the pay, the little 
white boat, under the command of Capt. 

Davis, may remain at the Barry 
Docks, where it is now tied up, for two 
weeks, while the Government enlists an- 


other crew. It fs not a mutiny; it is a 


protest, so the men say, against being de- 
prived of commuted rations and having 
nol a month's pay held back at the same 
time. 

Capt. Davis says it is an exhibition of 
ure cussedness. He also intimates that 
he will let the man who is stirring up all 
the trouble have an _ indefinite leave of 
absence without pay if he ever finds out 
who he is, The men complain that rations 
are insufficient to sustain them at hard 
work, They also protest against the new 
ruling of the Treasury Department to with. 
hold two weeks’ pay, and have refused to 
sign the pay roll.

LEOS SUCCESSO 
NOT YET ELECTED 


Two More Ballots Taken Yester- 
day Without Result. 


Enormous Crowd Watches for “La 


Sfumata ” in the Evening.

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It Is Supposed the Leading Candidate’s 
Strength Remains Unbroken and 
That No Compromise Candi- 


date Has Appeared. 


ROME, Aug. 2.—No successor to Leo 
XIII. has yet been chosen. From the 
smoke which issued from the little chim- 
ney on the Sistine Chapel to-night the vast 
multitude gathered in St. Peter’s square 
learned that the second day of the con- 
clave had been fruitless. The conclusion 
is drawn that the strength of the leading 
candidate remains unbroken and that no 
compromise candidate has yet appeared. 

And there is no indication as to how long 


this condition of affairs will continue. The 
prolongation of the contest has aroused 
tremendous public interest, if indeed it can- 
not be called excitement Every trace of 
that apathy which followed the death of 
Pope Leo has vanished, and instead there 
now exists a burning interest in everything 
pertaining to the election of his successor. 
To-night this culminated in the appearance 
of a great crowd which packed the square 
of St. Peter’s and presented a spectacle 
seldom witnessed even at this scene of so 
many historic ceremonies. 

The impenetrable seclusion which shrouds 
those engaged in determining who shall be 
at the head of the Catholic Church height- 
ens the feverish curiosity of those who 
await their decision. Princes, Princesses, 
Archbishops, Bishops, Monsignors, priests, 
well-to-do business people, in short, people 
from every walk in life, from that of no- 
bleman to street beggar, talk of nothing 
but “la sfumata,’’ (the smoke from the 
burning ballots.) ¢ 

Both this morning and this evening this 
was the lodestone which drew tens of 
thousands to the square of St. Peter's. 
There for hours, with strained eyes and 
craned necks, they waited in the hope of 
seeing a tiny little stream of smoke, so in- 
significant that it was almost impossible to 
realize that a great issue was involved in 
its fleeting appearance. 


ST. PETER’S SQUARE THRONGED. 


The scene at St. Peter’s to-night was by 
far the most impressive that has been wit- 
nessed in Rome since the late Pope became 
il. After the fruitless morning ballot a 
belief spread that a new Pontiff would 
surely be elected this evening, ll roads 
during the afternooti’ therefore led to the 
Vatican. Carriages and vehicles of every 
description rattled into the Piazza of 8t. 
Peter’s. The regular Sunday leisure was 
forgotten in the anxiety to see the new 
head of the Holy See. The streets converg- 
ing into St. Peter’s square became black 
with the thousands who entered the square 
with the ceaseless regularity of an incom- 
ing tide, 

From the barracks came large reinforce- 
ments of troops, who marched across the 
piazza and lined up at the foot of the steps 
of the Basilica, leaving only small spaces 
between the companies in order to prevent 
a sudden rush to get inside St. Peter’s to 
witness the new Pope give his blessing to 
the Catholic world. <A strong force of cav- 
alry was picketed near by in case of riot, 
and over 2,000 soldiers were posted in the 
square. But the troops made only an in- 
significant, thin, blue line compared with 
the vast multitude around them. 

By 6 o’clock it was estimated that 50,000 
people occupied the vast amphitheatre. 
From the steps of the Basilica, which were 
black with those standing or sitting, across 
to the opposite side of the square, there 
stretched, far as the eye could see, an un- 
dulating sea of humanity, with every face 
riveted on the Sistine Chapel, waiting for 
the smoke of the ballots. Almost encir- 
cling this great audience rose the stately 
pillars of the Colonnade, beneath whici 
many rested and waited. Near by hun- 
dreds of cabs were drawn up, their occu- 
pants eagerly scanning through glasses 
the little smokestack of the chapel. Stretch- 
ing away for over a quarter of a mile, a 
distance from which it was absolutely im- 
possible to see the smoke, were other thou- 
sands waiting to know the result. The 
rays of the setting sun, glancing from the 
dome of St. Peter’s, lighted up the house- 
tops at the opposite end of the square, and 
these also were crowded with anxious 
watchers. Among the vast throng in the 
square itself were many German students, 
whose scarlet cassocks formed _ vivid 
patches of color. 


FALSE RUMOR OF ELECTION, 


When the hour of 6 struck a tremor of 
expectancy ran through the multitude, be- 
cause, according to yesterday’s programme, 
the burning of the ballots or the announce- 
ment of an election would come within a 
few minutes. When the quarter hour 
sounded the nervousness increased, and a 
large number of officials of the Vatican not 
engage€&l in the conclave emerged to watch 
the concourse. As the hand of the clock 
on St. Peter’s approached the half hour a 


rumor that a selection had been made de- 
veloped in the minds of many into a cer- 


tainty, and each one momentarily expected 
that some favored Cardinal would be an- 
nounced as the new Pontiff. The erowd 
might almost have been one in some Amer- 
ican city awaiting the result of a Presi- 
dential election, but with this striking dif- 


ference—no solitary sign had come as to 
how the vote had been going. 


Another quarter of an hour passed, and 
the anxiety grew more intense. Not a 
breath of air relieved the sultry heat of 
the evening, and scarcely a sound came 
from the vast multitude. Hundreds gath- 
ered below the window from which the new 
Pontiff will bestow his first blessing. 

Suddenly, at 6:40 P. M., a sharp cry arose, 


‘Beco! Ecco!" Instantly the cry was 


taken up by 50,000 throats and grew and 
grew until the immense piazza fairly roared 
with * Ecco! Ecco! La sfumata!” Then 
silence fell like a spell, while the thou- 
sands watched from the tin smokestack of 
the Sistine Chapel a tiny stream of light- 
gray smoke curl lazily downward. With 
no wind to carry it away, the smoke hung 
heavily in the hot air, and then gradually 
disa ppeared. 

For a moment the crowd believed that 
the signal meant an election, for there is a 
tradition that the Cardinals are allowed to 
send up a little smoke as a notification 
of an election, and much smoke in the case 
of a disagreement. Any such hopes, how- 
ever, were almost immediately dissipated 
when a cloud of very thick smoke emerged 
and continued for five minutes. 

With many ejaculations of disappoint- 
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gtrument of the Roman Curia, 


ment the populace watched the last trace 
of the ballots disappear, and then dispersed, 
although it was a long time before the 


\- square of the Basilica resumed its normal 


quiet appearance. 
DISAPPOINTMENT IN ROME. 


To-night’s failure to achieve an election 
Was a great disappointment to Rome, and 
it is doubtful whether such an immense 
crowd will again assemble unless the con- 


clave should continue until another Sunday. 
The mute signal showing that the morping 
ballot had been fruitless was seen at 11: 
A. M. by many thousands also, but the 
--watchers in the morning, owing to the in- 
tense heat of the sun, were compelled to 
shelter themselves beneath the Colonnade. 

In the course of the day the Austrian and 
French Ambassadors called at the Vatican 
and were received by Prince Chigi, Marshal 
of the Conclave. 

Cardinals Cretoni and Vaszary continue 
to receive their meals from the outside. 
The other Cardinals who are indisposed are 
reported to be slightly better. 

he Spanish students, who are particu- 
larly anxious about the condition _of Car- 
dinal Herrero y Espinosa, asked Dr. Lap- 
— through the wicket to-day how his 
minence was, and the doctor replied that 
he was a little better, but still confined to 
his bed, and that the condition of Cardinal 
Cretoni was unchanged. 

It is understood that Cardinal Cretoni did 
not wish to cee ry in the conclave, but 
was almost forced to do so. He is now 
filled with doubts as to whether he should 
give a vote, being afflicted with a sort of 
mania that he is unworthy to interpret the 
Divine will by casting his vote for any one. 

Cardinal Gotti, as far as is known, is 
the only one of the Cardinals who has not 
made some complaint about his cell. Be- 
ing a monk, he would consider demands 
for comfort against his ideas of austerity. 
To a member of the Noble Guard who 
wished him success Cardinal Gotti merely 
replied: *‘ Thank you, but I shall not be 
made Pope.”’ 

There are thousands of rumors and un- 
verified statemenjs afloat as to what hap- 
pened in the conclave to-day, but the only 
thing which seems to be reliably known is 
that the entire Sacred College assisted at 
mass, which was conducted by Father 
Palmieri, the Cardinals’ confessor, and that 
the “Veni Creator” was sung. 


MEASURES TO INSURE SECRECY. 








Rigorous Precautions to Prevent Com- 
munication Between the Conclave 
and the Outside World.

LONDON, Aug. 3.—Taking advantage 
of permission granted to him to pass the 
bronze door of the Vatican, the Rome 
correspondent of The Times examined 
the elaborate arrangements for the se- 
clusion of the conclave. 

The correspondent says that, once in- 
side the Vatican, one might imagine one’s 
self in a besieged mediaeval fortress, for 
Swiss guards with halberds seem to per- 
vade every court, staircase, and gate- 
way. As for the inner inclosure, it is 
obviously impossible to communicate 
with the inmates except by permission 
of the Church dignitaries in charge of 
the means of access to the conclave, who 
do not regard their supervision as a 
formality. 

The complicated blockade is worked 
with remarkable smoothness, as if a con- 
clave were a frequent event for which 
the Vatican was constantly drilled.

ROME, Aug. 2.—A great mass of pro- 
visions was introduced into the conclave 
to-day through the wicket gate. Three 
hundred chickens went in, together with 
500 newly laid eggs, a quantity of ice, many 
liters of milk, salads, crates of fruit, &c. 


All this enormous quantity of provisions 
was thoroughly examined before being al- 
lowed to pass through the wicket. Forty 
of the chickens were cut open to see that 
they did not contain contraband matter, 
and the remainder of the food was also 
closely scrutinized, but nothing wrong was 
found. 

Letters and telegrams for the Cardinals 
were sent into the Camerlingo, who does 
as he thinks best about delivering them. 
Some of the Catholic newspapers were also 
sent in, but no non-clerical journals. The 
number of telegrams for Cardinals Herrero 
y Espinosa and Langénieux, who are ill, 
Was so great that they made a large pack- 


age. 

Prince Chigi, the Marshal of the Con- 
clave, is rather disconcerted because he has 
no electrical contrivance by which he can 
be notified from within the conclave the 
moment a new Pope is eiected. He com- 
municated with Mgr. Merry del Val on the 
subject, and the latter informed him that 
measures would be taken to notify the 
Marshal instantly when a decision was 
reached. 

Several attempts to establish communica- 
tion with the conclave have been discovered 
in time, and there have been some suspi- 
cious lights waving in the cells of several 
of the Cardinals which were interpreted as 
signals. These were immediately reported 
to the Camerlengo by the Marshal, and ex- 
tra precautions were provided to prevent 
a repetition of the occurrence. Convention- 
al signs for communication, codes, &c., have 
all failed up to the present time. 


DR. GUNSAULUS ON LEO. 


He Says the Late Pontiff’s Influence 
Came Because He Showed the 
Spirit of Paul. 


The Rev. Dr. F. W. Gunsaulus of Chicago 
preached yesterday morning at the Col- 
legiate Church, Fifth Avenue and Forty- 
eighth Street. He took for his text the 
words of Paul in Acts, “I must see Rome.” 
He referred briefly to recent and present 
events in Rome and in concluding said: 

“As we turn our eyes toward Rome to- 
Gay we are inclined to think of it as Peter's 
Rome rather than of it as the Rome that 
Paul was constrained to see. As the ages 
passed Rome became known more and more 
as the seat of Peter's theology and for his 
methods, as when he drew the sword.” 

Dr. Gunsaulus described Peter’s nature as 
“large and rich and blundering,” and said 
that he was never safe except when acting 
under the direct influence of Christ. He de- 
scribed the papacy as having become cor- 
rupted through efforts to retain the politi- 
cal power of the Caesars, and he said that 
the influence of Paul again came to Rome 
at the time that “‘ we see climbing up those 
stairs a German monk who has read Paul's 

epistles, who has read Huss, and absorbed 
Wicliffe’s spirit, and who declares at the 
top, *‘ The just shall live by faith.” 

He also said that Leo XIII. had attained 


to his great influence in the world because 
in him it had seen once more the spirit of 
Paul. He added: 

“The world of to-day did not inquire so 
much as to whether in Leo XIIT. it beheld 
pe successor of Peter, as whether in him 

aul did not once more see Rome. By and 
by we shall see a more glorious Rome, a 
Rome with our better civilization, with 

reater light than the Rome of old, a Rome 
Which upholds no monarch in the absolute 
power, a Rome without a beggar on its 
streets.” 








IN THE ETERNAL CITY. 


The Triune Personality of the Late Pope 
—Americans at the Vatican — The 
First Subsidized Line in Italy. 


In the searching of Roman hearts and 
by the publication of Papal memorabilia 
which have followed the death of Leo 
XIII., it has become an established fact of 
belief, capable of convincing proof, that 
the late Pontiff was obliged to assume on 
different occasions three distinct personali- 
ties. In his pastoral letters and in his ¢on- 
versations with friends, lay or ecclesiasti- 
cal, he was himself—a gracious, kindly, 
wise, and educated gentleman of ardent 
faith but of liberal and progressive views. 
His second personality was that of the in- 
through 
which the visible Church was adminis- 
tered, and whose chief medium of expres- 
sion was the encyclical letter and the 
Osservatore Romano, Then there was the 
personality of God’s Vicar, which found ex- 
Pression in public functions and asserted 
itself as the fitting earthly head and sym- 
bol of a spectacular Mother Church.

are learned about the Pope’s personal life, 
which hitherto have not been generally 
known. It is now an open secret in clerical 
circles in Rome that Leo XIII, was pre- 
vented from pursuing a modus vivendl 
with the Quirinal because the Curia, as it 
was in 1878, pointed out that in this respect 
he could not depart from the lines laid 
down by his predecessor. It is becoming to 
be known also that much, particularly in 
late years, has been enacted in the Pon- 
tiff's name for which Leo XIII. cannot be 
held personally responsible. When King 
Humbert was assassinated, the late Arch- 
bishop Reggio of Genoa participated in the 
funeral rites with the full and personal 
consent of the Pope. An era of mutual ap- 
preciation, if nothing else, seemed about 
to be dawning for the Vatican and Quirinal 
A few days later, however, an official com- 
munication from Cardinal Rampolla, Papal 
Secretary of State, appeared in the Osser- 
vatore Romano, which stated bluntly that 
the religious funeral of the King had been 
merely tolerated, (soffriti,) and that Queen 
Margherita'’s prayer dedicated to the mem,- 
ory of her husband had been forbidden on 
liturgical grounds. 

Concerning this prayer and its rejection 
by the Church, the following fact has now 
become known: Queen Margherita, having 
composec the prayer, appealed to her 
friend, the Bishop of Cremona, who not 
only authorized it in his own diocese, but 


brought it to the attention of the Pope, 
who gave it his personal sanction. Again, 
at the time of the assassination, certain 


communities of ecclesiastics showed their 
sorrow by outward signs of mourning, such 
as lowering their flags to half-mast. In 
every case they were rebuked by the Secre- 
tary of State and would doubtless have 
been subjected to bitter persecution had 
they not personally appealed to the Holy 
Father. An Italian ecclesiastic, who is also 
a firm believer in united Italy, said the 
other day: * There is no doubt that from 
afar Leo XIII. blessed the cradles of the 
Quirinal and prayed for the repose of the 


soul of King Humbert.”’

CONVICTS LAY ASIDE STRIPES. 


Three Hundred Men Don New Gray 
Uniforms at Trenton Prison.

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 2.—Three hun- 
dred of New Jersey's State convicts donned 
their new uniforms for the first time to- 
day. Light gray suits were distributed to 
a portion of the prisoners yesterday. This

Roller Coaster and Carousal in 
Burying Ground of Colonists. 





Merrymakers at North Beach Camp 
Among the Broken Stones—Bodies 
of Early Settiers Buried There. 





High up on the hills that surround oid 
Bowery Bay, Daniel Rapelye, son of Daniel, 
settled some time back in the early part 
of the eighteenth century. There he build- 
ed a home and raised a family, and when 
he died he was buried in the little family 
burying ground just to the north of the 
homestead, In that burying ground there 
was found a resting place for many mem- 
bers of his line and for not a few of the 
neighboring settlers of Newtown, some of 
whom had married into the Rapelye family. 

To-day the burying ground remains, with 
headstones half standing to mark its 
graves. On one side of it is a roller coaster 
and on the other is a dance hall, Picnick- 
ers camp among the stones and scatter 
their luncheon crumbs over the sod, while 
beyond, on the brow of the hill running up 
from where the North Beach car track 
turns, at the swimming tank, the brick 
foundations of the old Rapelye mansion 
serve as tables for yet other picnickers, 
who have chosen the vantage ground per- 
haps for the reason that Daniel Rapelye 
chose it—because it commands an unbroken 
view of the bay. 

If the shade of Daniel or of any of his 
kind had walked yesterday afternoon it 
would well have wondered at the change. 
Tt was not a Puritanical Sunday at North 
Beach. The roller coaster was rolling its 
merriest and within the dance hall music 
was served up to half a hundred couples on 
the floor. A stone's throw away a sign 
“Continuance Performance from 12 to 12— 
Always Something Doing" made advertise- 
ment for one amusement ‘; palace,’’ flanked 
with the inevitable peanut and popcorn 
stands, while sundry others offered ‘‘ Some- 
thing Doing” not a minute’s walk away. 
Cars came and went, each discharging its 
throng of passengers and taking on a 
throng of others for the return. Only the 
blue waters of the bay, the distant fields 
and woods, and the sky were the same.

Still others bear the names of em 
bers of the Luyster family, in a variety of 
spellings, and others yet are in strangers’ 
names, some of these indicating the place of 
nativity, as: ‘ Jonathan Coggins, a Native 
of Chester, Pa.

The last marked stone in the strange little 
cemetery, dated 1812, is that of Jane, one of 
the daughters of Elbert and Catherine 
Lyster, the graves of five of whose chil- 
dren have been found among the pleasure 
resort. There are more graves in the indi- 
cated inclosure, but of the others the stones 
have long disappeared, and only mounds or 
hollows remain to give indication.

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NAVAL WAR GAME TO-DAY 


Rear Admiral Sands Will Attack 
the New England Coast. 








Defending Fleet Will Be Commanded 
by Rear Admiral Barker—Manoeu- 


vres Will Last a Month. 





Special to The New York Times. 

BAR HARBOR, Me., Aug. 2.—The naval 
war game of the United States Navy will 
begin at sunrise to-morrow morning and 
will continue a month. The “enemy,” 
especially prepared for the manoeuvres of 
the North Atlantic fleet, will steam out of 
Frenchman Bay at 5 o'clock, to make 
preparations for the operations against the 
New England coast. The squadron which 
will attack the United States will be under 
the command of Rear Admiral Sands. It is 
said his fleet will consist of the battle- 
ships Indiana, Massachusetts, and Texas 
and three torpedo boat destroyers. 

The enemy will be given a start until 
Wednesday noon, and then the defending 
fleet, under Rear Admiral Barker, will put 
out to sea to begin the search problem. 
Admiral Sands and his fleet will try to 
make a landing and establish a foothold. 
If they are In any port for five hours with- 
out being discovered they will win the 
victory; if they fail, the victory will go to 
the defenders. Admiral Barker will have 
his choice of the remaining ships, and he 
will probably take all of the vessels except 


those which have masts. He will have 
with him in his fleet Rear Admirals Wise 
ana Coghlan. 

The commanding Admiral moved his flag 
from the Illinois to the Kearsarge yester- 
day. and the pride of the navy will be 
flagship of the fieet upon which rests the 
safety of the coast. 

There was a little trouble about Police 
Headquarters at 7 o'clock to-night. One of 
the officers of the local police force ar- 
rested a jackie for getting into a fight, and 
a number of his comrades came to the 
jackie’s rescue.

MORE FLOODS IN KANSAS. 


Lowlands Under Water from Lindsborg 
to Ellsworth—Crops Suffer 
Severely. 


SALINA, Kan., Aug. 2.—A_ rainstorm 
which occurred to-day flooded the lowlands 
and valleys from a point near Lindsborg, 
northwest to Ellsworth, doing much dam- 
age. The valley northwest from Lindsborg 
is all under water, and at Carnerio, Brook- 
ville, and Bavaria the water is from one to 
two feet deeper than during the recent 
flood. At Carnerio the streets were flood- 
ed and the water reached the platform of 


the Union Pacific Station. Residences in 
the lower part of the town are from one to 
three treet under water. 

Twelve miles of the Union Pacific tracks 
west of Brookville were swept off the road- 
bed, and the Union Pacific passenger due 
here at midnight last night arrived at noon 
to-day having come over the Missouri 
Pacific tracks from Ellsworth. The storm 
caught the train at Arcola, east of Ells- 
worth, and for part of the way back to 
Elisworth the passengers got out and as- 
sisted in the work of cribbing the track. 
Much damage to crops will result.

Seventeen Mischievous Lads Ar- 
rested on Elevated Train. 





With Stones, Green Apples, and Burs 
Had Made Life Miserable for Pas- 
sengers and Third Avenue ~ 
Dwellers. 





The police of the Morrisania Station last 
night arrested seventeen boys on the Third 
Avenue elevated railroad at One Hundred 
end Fifty-sixth Street. The arrests fol- 
lowed a prolonged riot on board an open 
car of a train that came to a stop on the 
down trip at One Hundred and Fifty-sixth 
Street, where the reserves of the Morris- 
ania Station were waiting for the boys. 

For the past two months a gang of forty 
or fifty boys have made a practice of an- 
noying passengers on trains, pedestrians on 
the sidewaik on Third Avenue, and persons 
living in flats along the route by throwing 
#reen apples, pebbles, and burs. Detectives 
McKnight and Nevins and Chief of De- 
tectives Tolwell of the Interborough Rail- 
way Company are the complainants against 
the boys. 

The prisoners, seventeen in number, those 
over sixteén being in the Morrisania Sta- 
tion House and under sixteen in care of 
the Children’s Society, are as follows: 

Lewis Van Teller, George Montandrea, 
William Deckenheim, Philip Theisenbrand, 
John Soldo, William Boyle, Samuel Hutt, 
John Robinson, Israel Kurzing, Peter Ben- 
nett, John McGurby, Henry Wynn, Will- 
iam Gaston, George Sherring, Samuel 
Spitel, Julius Rahles, and Morris Sussman. 

The greatest excitement attended the rush 
made by the police on the train carrying 
the fifty youthful miscreants, and as evi- 
dence, a barrel of green apples, a peck of 
pebbles, and a package of chestnut burrs 
were taken by the police. 

The railroad detectives watched the 
movement of the crowd of boys from noon 
yesterday, when the boys began to con- 
gregate at the Bedford Avenue Station, the 
last station on the Third Avenue Road. 
Little groups of boys rode up and down the 
line all the afternoon, and about 6 o'clock 
the augmented gang of fifty took a train 
from Bedford Avenue. The railroad detec- 
tives were on the same train. The boys 
eccupied an open car. The train had not 
gone far, when green apples began to pass 
through the air, into flats through open 
windows, breaking panes of glass, and 
persons passing on Third Avenue and cross 


streets were saluted with apples, pebbles, 
and burrs. 

The police of the Morrisania Station w:re 
notified by telephone to have several po- 
licemen at the One Hundred and Fifty- 
sixth Street Station when the train ar- 
rived there. A dozen bluecoats were on 
hand, and when the train arrived th- pclice 
made a rush for the car on which the boys 
were. But the lookout for the boys bad 
discovered the presence of the police. 

No sooner were the sliding gates of the 
car opened than boys of all sizes and ages 
dropped off the oar and down onto the 
elevated structure, braving the third rail, 
ani scampering down toward One Hundred 
and Forty-ninth Street, and some slid down 
the pillars of the strueture. Passengers 
who had been molested by the boys, joined 
in the chase, and finally seventeen boys 
Were rounded up. 

The police could not get the women who 
had burrs tossed into their hair to make a 
complaint against any of the boys. 

Yhen the boys boarded the train they 
carried the green apples in paper bags. 


GOEBEL MURDER TRIAL.

Both sides 
claim to have much additional evidence, 
and it is thought the hearing will continue 
all this month. 

Powers has been convicted twice and 
sentenced for life both times. James How- 


ard, who is charged with doing the shoot- 
ing, also awaits a new trial.

Restraining Injunction Ignored in Case 
of Extra Line Along Passaic River. 


NEWARK, N. J., Aug. 2.—The Erie Rail-

where it had a single track. This track 
had to be used for freight and passenger 
service by the Newark Branch.

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X RAYS INJURED EDISON. . 


Inventor’s Eyes Were Weakened and 
Assistant Lost an Arm in 
Experiments. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ORANGE, N. J., Aug. 2.—Thomas A. Ed- 
ison, according to his business manager, 
Walter S. Mallory, who was seen to-night, 
has entirely recovered from a slight injury 
to his eyesight, which he believes was 
caused by exposure to the Roentgen rays 
while making some experiments over two 
years ago. But one of his assistants, Clar- 
ence Dally, is not so fortunate, and within 
the past few weeks has suffered the am- 
putation of his right arm and is threatened 
with the loss of the other arm. It is be- 
lieved that Mr. Dally was injured by the 
rays at the time the damage was done. 

Mr. Edison and Mr. Dally, who was an 
assistant in the glass department, were 
conducting a series of experiments ‘to de- 
termine what, if any, physical effect the 
Roentgen ray had on an object upon which 
it was directed. The experiments were pro- 
tracted for a considerable period of time, 
and in the course of time Mr, Edison, so 
Mr. Mallory says, complained of pains and 
dimness of vision in the left eye. He he- 
came convinced that the trouble arose fruin 
exposure to the Roentgen rays and dis- 
continued the experiments, and after being 
treated by an eye specialist soon recovered 
so that his eyes are perfectly normal, with 
the exception of a slight near-sightedness 
which has troubled him for many years. 

Dally continued the experiments, and 
presently complained of numbness in his 
arms, and particularly in the right arm. 
The trouble increased, paralysis developed, 
and about a month ago the limb was am- 
putated. _ 

Two fingers have been removed since 
then, and Dally is now recuperating at 
Woodbridge. He may have to lose his other 
arm. The experiments were discontinued 
without the desired information being se- 
cured. 








A hospital physician who uses the X ray 
frequently said yesterday that it was very 
unlikely that the rays had affected Mr. 
Edison's eyes other than to change the 
focus following too close application in a 
trying light by a man of Mr. Edison’s agg. 
That a-man should lose his arms was pos- 
sible if they should be burned in his experi- 
ments, and the arm had become infected, 
resulting in blood poisoning. 





CONVICTS STILL AT LARGE. 


Bodies of Two Militiamen Killed in Sat- 
urday’s Fight Recovered—Another 
Skirmish Reported. 


PLACERVILLE, Cal, Aug. 2.—The con- 
victs who escaped from Folsom prison are 
still at large. The five who engaged in a 
fatal fight with pursuers at the Grand 
Victory mines last night have not been seen 
to-day and apparently have made a suc- 
cessful retreat. 

The dead bodies of Festus Rutherford and 
W. C. Jones, the two militiamen who were 
shot by the outlaws, were found this morn- 
ing where they had fallen. Jones had 
served in the Philippines as a member of 
the First Tennessee and the Thirty-sev- 
enth Volunteer United States Infantry. 
Gill, the national guardsman who was shot

Unusual Number of Fast Horses 
for This Month’s Events. 





Africander a Doubtful Starter in $12,000 
Handicap To-day—Winnings of 
Leading Stables. 





Everything pertaining to racing will cen- 
tre in Saratoga to-day, and though some 
grumbling is heard against the arrange- 
ment of racing dates that closes New 
York City for practically the entire month 
of August, the professional racing men 
almost unanimously have accepted the sit- 
uation, and last night most of those to 
whom racing necessary departed for 
the new scene of action. To-day, with the 
last of the great events for horses of the 
mature division, the Saratoga Handicap, 
worth $12,000, as the special attraction, the 
Saratoga Summer meeting opens, to con- 
tinue for twenty-two days, or until Aug. 27, 
after which the racing will return to New 
York, 

The field named to run for the Saratoga 
Handicap [alls a little below expectations 
both in number and quality, The champion 
of the West, McChesney, Is ,the most no- 
table absentee, though there dre many pat- 
rons of the turf who feel quite as much 
regret that Irish Lad, winner of the Brook- 
lyn Handicap, is not included among the 
eleven horses named to run for the big 
prize over the trying course of a mile and 
a quarter. Africander is among the lot 
announced to start, but by the statement 
of C. F. Dwyer, who, with 8S. Deimel, owns 
the Hampton Stable and so controls the 
destiny of Africander, the splendid three- 
year old may be considered as a very doubt- 
ful starter. The colt was left in the race 
in the hope that there might be rain and a 
muddy track, and it was not intended that 
he should run unless the going was heavy. 

The very condition that: would induce the 
owners of Africander to send him to the 
post, however, would keep the grand four- 
year-old Waterboy, accepted as the cham- 
pion of his age for the East, in his stable, 
so that it probably will suit a greater num- 
ber if the weather is fair and the track 
fast.

tennis followers in America have 
never before held such gloomy views on 
the eve of an international competition. 
The feeling is that the Britons will succeed 
in lifting the Dwight F. Davis Internation- 
ul Challenge Cup in the matches that be- 
gin to-morrow on the courts of the Long- 
wood Cricket Club, Boston. 

Few are found who are willing to assert 
that the American trio of William A. 
Larned, Robert D. Wrenn, and his brother, 
George L. Wrenn, Jr., will be strong 
enough to hold the cup in this country for 
another ‘year. It is surely obvious that 
the team is not up to the standard of a year 
ago. Larned appears to be the only man 
who is playing consistent tennis, and his 
victoty in the Eastern championship sin- 
gies over the Philadelphia, William J. 
Clothier; proved that after years of patient 
work on the courts Larned has attained a 
place from which it would be difficult for 
even Whitman, at his best, to overthrow 
him. Because of this excellence of form 
Larned is expected to win both of his 
matches in the singles, in which he will 
meet R. F. Doherty and H. L. Doherty. 

The other player on the American side 
who will play in the singles will probably 
be Bob Wrenn, unless he shows a return 
of malaria that he has been suffering 
from recently. Both in the Eastern cham- 
pionships at Longwood and at Nahant 
last week, Wrenn failed to show at his 
best. His errors were costly for he could 
not seem to get the ball in the right 
places. Close study of his game suggest- 
ed that his eyesight is somewhat defect- 
ive, and this was the opinion of many who 
witnessed the efforts of the old champion. 

While George Wrenn has never been re- 
garded as the skillful expert that his 
brother Bob has been in das gone by, he 
is, at the present time, the steadier of the 
two, and in the event of Bob Wrenn not 
being in good trim George Wrenn may be 
put into the singles. This is the matter 
that causes the Americans uneasiness, for 
they do not believe that George Wrenn 
ean defeat either of the Dohertys. 

Although the Wrenns were beaten by the 
scrub team composed of R. F. Doherty and 
Harold S. Mahoney last Saturday, the vic- 
tory was by the narrowest sort of a mar- 
gin. Only three games separated the win- 
ners and the losers, the Britons having 
scored 28 games of the five sets and the 
Americans 25. It was the steadiness of the 
Englishmen that gained the victory for 
them, and it was of the same sort that 
they played with such exasperating cool- 
ness last year. The ability that they pos- 
sess to hold themselves in reserve is the 
very quality that the followers of the sport 
believe will carry them through to triumph 
in the series at hand. 

That the Englishmen are pleased with the 
food prospect of winning is evident from 
their actions. They are good sportsmen 
enough not to speak of the work of the 
men who will confront them, and have re- 
fused to be drawn i@fto any critical contro- 
versy as to what they regarded as the 
merits of the two teams. Capt. Collins has 
earefully looked after his men, and it must 
be admitted that the Dohertys and Ma- 
honey have come up to the eve of the great 
matches in the finest sort of condition. 
Capt. Collins has but one fear, and that is 
that the weather may come off humid and 
het. He says that if it does his men will 
not be worth a candle, and that they will 
be as good as beaten before they step upon 
the courts. ’ 

So many things may happen to influence 
ihe playing of the matches that the balance 
that is now on the side of the challenging 
Englishmen may swing over to the Ameri- 
cans. One thing is certain, that if the cup 
is destined to leave this country, the land 
that first offered it for competition, it will 
be given ungrudgingly to the Dohertys, for 
they are in every respect the peers of the 
many players who have sought to win it. 

Under the form of Seepemnens by which 
the cup was first offered the nation winning 
it must take three out of the five matches 
ef the series. The series which begins to- 
morrow will be the third for the trophy, and 
will consist of four matches in the singles 
and one match in the doubles. Two of the 
singles matches will be played at 3 o'clock 
to-morrow afternoon, two of the Americans 
meeting two of the Englishmen. On 
Wednesday at the same hour the match in 
the doubles will be played, and on Thursday

Of course property owners and mer- 
chants along Broadway do not want that 
thoroughfare dug up for the construc- 
tion of the projected extension of the 
subway from Forty-second Street to 
Union Square, and, of course, Broadway 
is not going to be dug up. For one thing, 
public opinion will not permit it. But 
we think there is a better reason. It 
would be un-American to dig up Broad- 
Way and subject the people of the city 
to the immense annoyance, discomfort, 
and loss which the excavation would oc- 
casion. That may sound like a queer 
reason. But it distinctly is un-American, 
it is net characteristic of American ge- 
nius to do a thing twice in the same way 
and by the same method. To the Ameri- 
can engineer, artisan, or manufacturer 
the experience gained in doing a thing 
once in one way commonly discloses a | 
better way of doing it: Thé subway now 
nearing completion has been constructed 
either as an open ditch or as an excava- 
tion so near the surface as to be bridged 
with planking, the progress of the work 
and the removal of the material inter- 
rupting business, interfering with traf- 
fic, and making the streets involved for 
the time being practically useless, Surely 
the art of building a subway must ad- j 
vance to a new stage through the les- 
sons learned and the experience gained 
in this work. Contractors must devise 
new methods. 


One method they have already at hand 
of which the success has beer. repeatedly 
demonstrated in the practice of engineers 
and contractors in other cities. They 
have simply to go further down, far be- 
neath all sewers, pipes, and foundations, 
and run their tunnel there. If a subway 
is to be constructed along Broadway the 
Rapid Transit Commission may as well 
now make up its mind to adopt the deep 
tunnel plan. At any rate, it must dismiss 
all thought of open-cut excavation in 
Broadway. That will not be permitted. 
When Commissioner Couuis tore up Fifth 
Avenue and for one entire Summer put it 
*“ out of commission,”’ the public patience 
was exhausted; and the town has with 
difficulty and with much grumbling 
borne the later though necessary inflic- 
tion of loss and hardship through the | 
subway work. We have had enough. 
More subways we must have, but the en- 
gineers and contractors must contrive to 
build them with the attainable minimum 
of surface disturbance and confusion. 


ment case is not sound. Here is the em- 
phatic language he uses in regard to it:

And he adds: 


I am compelled to reject the doctrine 
that any person can be held to have com- 
mitted or to be purposing and about te 
cemmit a highly penal offense merely be- 
cause it can be shown that his pecuniary 
interests will be thereby advanced, and that 
he has the power, either directly by him- 
self or indirectly through persuasion or 
coercion of his agents, to compass the com- 
mission of the offense. 


It is quite conceivable, after this, that 
the Supreme Court may agree with Judge 
LOCHREN and not with the Circuit Court. 








MR. GORMAN’S ISSUES. 

What Senator Gorman, home return- 
ing from a foreign strand, has to say as 
to the prospects for the coming Presi- 
dential campaign may he set down as 
unimportant if true, except so far as he 
manifests a marked indisposition to open 
withdrawal of his name from considera- 
tion as a Democratic candidate. It is 
true that he might plead the formal ex- 
cuse that he cannot refuse what is not 
offered to him, but he does not do that. 
He contents himself with remarking that 
he has not considered any individual in 
connection with the nomination, not even 
himself, and that he is, as he always has 
been, in favor of what will be for the 
best interests of the party. 

Meanwhile he indicates the issues 
which he thinks ought to be presented: 
“The tariff, economy, anc honesty.” 
They are good issues if you can get 
them accepted by your opponents, and if 
you are sincere and courageous as to 
those which your opponents will accept. 
The Republicans are not likely openly to 
oppose economy and honesty or very 
clearly to come out for extravagance and 
rascality. On those issues they as well 
as the Democrats will be judged by their 
record only, and we are compelled to say 
that their record is quite as good as that 
of the Democrats of the Gorman school. 
As to the tariff, of course that is prac- 
tically the only issue that has a National 
significance and importance, On that, 
with Mr. GORMAN as a candidate, his 
party would labor under the embarrass- 
ment of extreme inconsistency between 
what the party promised and what the 
candidate has done in the past. The 
party might as well run Mr. BRYAN on a 
gold-standard platform, or Mr. NIxon on 
a platform denouncing trusts. Mr. Gor- 
MAN’s fine impersonality in discussing 
politics is not, unfortunately for him, 
prevalent among the voters. The Demo- 
cratic Party in the next campaign is 
likely to find that its candidate is him- 
self, in great measure, the platform, and 
if Mr. GORMAN were the candidate, that 
would be fatal.

One of the principal necessities 
for pipe galleries in cities grows out of 
the fact that gas diffused into the ground 
finds every opportunity open to it of 
creating danger to life and property. 
The protection of pavements is of course 
important,, but is really of minor con- 
sequence to that of minimizing leakage. 
If this cannot be dohe in galleries where 
the pipes may be watched and repaired 
as often and ag thoroughly as may be 
necessary, and immunity from existing 
dangers secured, the conclusion will be 
inevitable that the distribution of gas 
is a business too hazardous to be longer 
permitted, and that it has become the 
duty of the Health Department to have 
recourse to its extreme powers in mat- 
ters involying life and health for the 
suppression of this most dangerous of 
public nuisances. 

But it can be done in pipe galleries, 
and will be when the choice offered the 
gas engineers is that which we have 
suggested. A single example will suffice. 
Nottingham, England, has a system of 
subways for pipes which has long been 
in successful operation. Their construc- 
tion was begun in 1861, and the princi- 
pal street of that town has not had its 
surface touched for twenty-five years. 
Not a stone has been removed for repairs 
nor a penny expended for this purpose. 
There have been no subway explosions, 
no important leakage, and very little 
cost for maintenance or repairs of mains. 
The Nottingham pipe galleries cost the 
city 3% per cent. of their capitalization 
annually for interest, and return 5 per 
cent. in rental revenues, There are no 
insuperable mechanical difficulties in 
the way of maintaining a leakless gas 
distribution if the necessity for it is 
made apparent to the gas engineers. In 
the ground this might involve impracti- 
cable cost, but that it does not in a tun- 
nel is shown by the experience of our 
local gas company in carrying gas un- 
der the East River. Efforts to discredit 
the lower Broadway pipe galleries as in- 
volving increased danger to life and 
property by reason of the inability of 
the Consolidated Gas Company to adapt 
itself to the new conditions are likely to 
be made, but this must be expected. The 
mistake they involve is not likely to be 
realized until after it is made. 


STOP HIM. 


Mr. TuHomMasS A. EpIsonN was good 
enough a day or two ago to tell a re- 
porter of Tue Times the story of a new 
infernal machine which he is excogitat- 
ing. The contrivance consists of a motor 
and battery of such design as to be read- 
ily applied to a four-wheeled vehicle with 
a view to propelling the same at high and 
murderous velocities. Mr. Epison offers 
to wager that next, year he can take a 
car of his design, fitted with his motor 
and battery, and go to Chicago and back 
in less time than with ‘“iny other machine 
in existence. “ The trip will be made at 
an even twenty-five miles an hour.” 

Very good. If Mr. Epison attempts to 
go to Chicago and back at the rate of 
twenty-five miles an hour, we hope he 
will be arrested at every town through 
which he passes and detained so long 
that his trip to Chicago will consume 
about four years of solar time. 

By which we mean that Mr. Epison is 
at work upon the wrong thing and in the 
wrong way. Hie is applying his wonder- 
ful genius to a futility. A motor and 
battery designed to propel a vehicle at 
the speed of twenty-five miles an hour 
along the common highways of this Re- 
public is not a mechanical invention of 
which he ought to be proud, but a thing 
he ought not to invent at all. If he is 

inventing a racing machine for private 
tracks exclusively devoted to racing, let 
him go ahead. If he thinks he is in- 
venting an automobile mechanism for 
use as a vehicle upon the highways, let 
him pause. No State in this Union is go- 
ing to permit the use of homicidal ma- 
chines moving at the rate of twenty-five 
miles an hour. If Mr. EpIson can guar- 
antee that his motor battery will not ex- 
plode, take fire, emit bad smells, or 
break down at every cross-roads, then 
he is doing something to advance the art 
of passenger transportation. But let him 
put @ reasonable and safe speed limit 
upon his machine and talk no more of 
twenty-five-miles-an-hour trips to Chi- 
cago.

THE LETHAL HAT PIN. 


As things are going, the time is not far 
distant when it will be necessary to en- 
act a law designating the hat pin as a 
deadly weapon and making its possession 
a misdemeanor, if not a crime, This 
means a change in the fashion of hats, 
especially the variety known as picture 
hats, which will be greatly to the advan- 
tage of feminine humanity. An observ- 
ant person cannot have failed to notice 
how many young women have acquired a 
nervous twitch of the head, popularly 
designated as the Florodora nod, which 
is becoming a habit and will with diffi- 
culty be abandoned by those who ac- 
quire it. The explanation fer it is found 
in the fact that it has something to do 
with the balancing of the hat which has 
an oscillatory movement like a siege gun 
on its trunnions, and probably corre- 
sponds with the staggering steps of the 
juggler who accomplishes the difficult 
but unhappily not impossible feat of 
balancing a feather on the tip of his nose, 
When the hat pin has to go as a meas- 
ure of public safety our women folks will 
probably return to the excellent custom 
of our mothers and grandmothers, of 
holding their ‘“‘ bonnets” in place by 
ribbons. securely tied under the chin. 
This would be no misfortune. In their 
day our mothers and grandmothers 
looked just as pretty and attracted as 
large a measure of admiring attention as

quite safe to say that, so far as their 
headgear was concerned, they were a 
great deal more comfortable. 

The trouble with the hat pin is that 
it is dangerously available and conve- 
nient as a lethal weapon, and females 
having use for lethal weapons have ac- 
quired a fatal facility in its use for pur- 
poses offensive and defersive. A few 
evenings since a couple of colored women 
armed with hat pins overhauled, cap- 
tured, and looted a ferry collector with 
his pockets bulging with subsidiary coin- 
age, subduing him as effectually as a 
pair of swashbuckling cut-purses of old 
could have done with their trenchant ra- 
piers. Not long ago a young woman 
made it uncomfortable for a policeman 
by perforating him with a hat pin. A 
like incident happened at the meeting in 
Boston at which Booker WasHINGTON 
essayed to speak. Frequently the hat pin 
figures in the Police Courts as a deadly 
weapon, having becn put to effective 
service as such. It is long, lithe, elastic, 
sharply pointed, and keenly penetrating. 
Any one may with good reason be afraid 
of it, and women who would prefer not 
to be classed as dangerous on slight 
provocation would do well to discard it 
as quickly as possible. 








PROF. JAMES’S STYLE. 

A correspondent, whose letter we. pub- 
lished yesterday, very courteously ob- 
jects to our comment on the style of an 
article in which Prof Jamme of Harvard 
predicted a civil war between the white 
and the black race in this country. He 
thinks that it would have been more gen- 
erous had we limited our censure to his 
matter and let his manner pass. And 
this plea he makes because he sets & 
very high value on Prof. JaAMms as a 
leader of thought. 

We have much respect for Prof. JamgEs, 
and, if we may say so, even more fond- 
ness than respect. We are not always 
sure that we understand what he has to 
say in his own specialty, and we know 
that we are not competent to judge it if 
we did understand it. But he is one of 
the rare writers who can make that sub- 
ject interesting even to the inexpert, and 
he has a buoyant zest in the processes of 
his own mind that is often charming, 
though it is also sometimes amusing. 
But if we had as high an opinion of his 
intellectual powér as our esteemed corre- 
spondent, we should not quite feel like 
releasing him from the obligation of 
writing fairly good English when he is 
writing for the public. We incline to the 
view that the more elevated the subject 
matter of a writer's thought is and the 
more importance he attaches to it, the 
more is he bound to write well about it. 
We do ndt ask for elegance or for any 
of the refinements which “stylists” af- 
fect, but we do insist on simplicity, so 
far as the subject permits—clearness, di- 
rectness, avoidance of confused meta- 
phor, and at least an effort at the most 
nearly complete | intelligibility. These 
qualities were not shown in Prof. JAmMEs’s 
article. Contrary qualities were shown. 
And we suspect that in this case the 
style was directly due to the state of the 
writer’s mind, that his defective, hasty, 
mixed way of expressing himself reflect- 
ed a like way of thinking. It is for that 
reason, and not from any desire to “ have 
fun” with the eminent psychologist, that 
we called attention to his peculiar mode 
of writing. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 





—We note with interest that at the 
meeting of delegates from German socie- 
ties, held last week to protest against a re- 
duction of the time devoted to the teach- 
ing of German in the public schools, the 
delegates present devoted a good deal of 
their energy to denunciation of other dele- 
gates who ought to have been there but 
wern't. This interests us, not because the 
application of harsh epithets in this or any 
other instance is to our taste, but because 
it indicated that by no means all of our 
German-speaking fellow-citizens are as 
hotly resentful of the recent action of the 
Board of Education as some of them are, 
and hints that perhaps the claim of the 
latter as to the number of those whose opin- 
ions they voice and whose votes they con- 
trol is just a little bit exaggerated. The 
absent delegates evidently had something 
to do that they considered more important 
than participation in the proceedings of this 
meeting, and, when one reflects upon the 
sort of things done by New Yorkers, Teu- 
tonic and others, in the evening at this fer- 
vid season of the year, there is—well, there 
is a rather large significance in the cir- 
cumstance that they were absent instead of 
present delegates. Another point we noted 
with interest was the fact that one pas- 
sage in the resolutions adopted at the meet- 
ing, as translated into English by a very 
eminent and earnest delegate who was very 
much present, reads: ‘Of all European 
languages, German, the sister of English, 


is, next to English, the most universal lan-) 


guage.”” Now, isn't it fair to ask whether 
it is not probable, or at any rate possible, 
that if, in the past, there had been less 
tdaching of German and more teaching of 
English in our public schools, the—the— 
well, the incomparability of “ universal" 
would be more widely known among us 
than it is? Of course, there is no great 
harm in assuming the existence of degrees 
in universality, and whoever will can find 
for doing it authority good enough for most 
practicay purposes. Nevertheless, the word 
“ universal” really dagsn't like such treat- 
ment, and those who insist on direeting the 
course of public education ought to be par- 
ticularly considerate of the rights of words. 





——A correspondent of our SATURDAY 
Revirw, in an effort to prove that 
CLaRK Rvusse_u is an accurate as well 
as an able writer of sea stories, told 
of an old Captain who, after reading 
one of Mr. Russwui’s tales, expressed 
his opinion of it in the folowing terms: 
“That man may be able to write a 
good shore yarn, and I don’t pretend to bg 
a judge of such things, but what he wants 
to fool away his time for, writing about 
what every man who follows the sea has 
seen more than a thousand times, I can’t 
make out. Why, there is scarcely a thing 
in the book I have not seen myself. What's 
the use of telling you what a sunset at sea 
or a gale of wind looks like when every one 
knows and has seen them just so all his 
life?’ Knowing the danger of denying that 
any statement, however improhkable, has 
been made, or that any act, however diffi- 
cult, has been performed at some timed by 
some man, we are u no temptation to 
assert, or even to hint, that our correspond- 
ent miaquoted his authority, but we can 
maintain, fortunately without even the ap- 
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tain who could condemn a writer for the 
reasons given, and find that writer’s work 
dull for those reasons, is a man unique, 
not only among sea Captains but among 
human kind, and that his verdict has no 
relevancy to any dispute between normal 
people, The sailor, like the landsman, if he 
even tely approaches the common type, 
would ‘not by any chance be wearied by a 
book that vividly reproduced his own ob- 
servations and experiences, and if Mr. Rus- 
SHLL really did this for seamen he would 
be vastly more popular among them than 
he ig. But he does not do it, and, though 
many of them read his books, it is a fact, 
unquestioned by those who know, that nau- 
tical comment upon them almost invariably 
consists of adverse criticism, all directed at 
minute and inconsequential details of sea- 
manship and navigation. This criticism is 
just, and the only trouble with it is that 
those who make it usually think they are 
settling Mr. Russe.u's rank as an author, 
whereas they are only doing the very dif- 
ferent thing of finding fault with him as a 
sailor, As he addresses the public as an 
author, and not as a sailor, the criticism is 
trivial. If he were both sailor and author 
hig books would not be the worse, but it is 
far from certain that they would be the 
better, and as it is they are extremely good 
of their admirable kind. .

FORTY-SECOND STREET NEEDS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The proposed -bridge at Forty-second 
Street and Fifth Avenue is not needed, as 
the police have no trouble in coping with 
the congestion at the present moment, and 
if the street were allowed to come back to 
its normal condition so that wagons could 
go through beside the car tracks, rather 
than on the car tracks, making two lines 
of traffic either way, it would solve the 
whole question of congestion. This will be 
possible as soon as the subway Is closed. 

If it were eventually necessary to have 
additional width of street five feet could 
be cut off the sidewalk on each side, as 
hag been done at the Lincoln Bank, and 
this would make the street fully the width 
of Twenty-third Street or Sixth Avenue, as 
we have in fact too much sidewalk space 
now, particularily on the side where the 
library will be. 

Mr. Cantor’s scheme is opposed by every 
property owner and storekeeper in the 
whole neighborhood; it is unnecessary, and 
the scheme is brought forward by the ar- 
chitects of the library purely and simply 
to set off the library in an ornamental way 
to the detriment of Forty-second Street. 
These architects have not the courage to 
come out and say that this is the reason, 
but prefer to pose in the light of doing the 
city a great good in relieving the conges- 
tion. 

Mr. Carrere made the statement at the 
hearing that if Forty-second Street were 
widened it would increase the congestion. 


Mr. Hastings’s only excuse was that he 
was driving through the street with his 
wife one day, and could not get out at a 
store owing to what he construed to be a 
congestion, and which naturally must have 
been some obstruction of the subway. 

The importance of this matter cannot be 
exaggerated. Forty-second Street is des- 
tined to be the greatest crosstown street 
north of Twenty-third Street, and I believe 
eemotey it will supersede Twenty-third 
Street. ents have increased from $3,000 
to $8,000 a year for stores. The street has 
been torn up for the last seven years, but 
the people have believed that when the 
subway Ts eompleted the street will then be 
at rest, 

There was no voice on the part of any 
taxpayer or citizen, the Police Department, 
or any one else, raised in favor of this 
proposed bridge at the hearing. The only 
people in favor are Carrere and Hastings, 
and Borough President Cantor. In .opposi- 
tion to them was every property owner 
from th Avenue to Madison Avenue, and 
almost every one from Forty-first Street 
to Forty-third Street on Fifth Avenue. 

The gan proposed is to build a stairway 
from the fourteen-foot depression on For- 
ty-second Street to the three-foot eleva- 
tion on Fifth Avenue. Imagine what would 
happen if a man coming from Sixth Avenue 
had to climb the stairway to get to Fifth 
Avenue. Would he go through Forty-sec- 
ond Street, or would he go through Forty- 
third or. Fortieth Street? And a man 
coming down Fifth Avenue, would he not 
turn in. Forty-third Street, or, coming up, 
turn down Fortieth—in other words, Forty- 
second Street would be avoided as though 
it had been stricken with plague. Car- 
riages could not turn in naturally, as there 
would be no way of reaching the street 
from the bridge.

Some time in the near future we shall 
read accounts of a. terrible calamity in 
those same fog banks; a collision between 
two of these monsters is sure to occur 
sooner or later, and will result in total 
destruction for both and frightful loss of 
life. Perhaps such would be a good thing 
to teach us, but it would be none the less 
horrible. 

International law regulating speed is the 
only remedy in sight. Why should not the 
speed of ocean-going steam vessels be regu- 
lated as well as modes of progression on 
land?

PREFERS FRENCH TO GERMAN 
TONGUE. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The ‘resolutions framed by twenty-five 
members of the United German Socteties,”” 
published in this morning’s TIMms, assume 
“that of all European languages, German, 
the sister of English, is next to English 
the most universal language.” 

What is the authority upon which this 
assumption is based? Russian, a Euro- 
pean tongue, is certainly the mother tongue 
of more people than German, if not of 
English. Some language other than Ger- 
man ts the mother tongue of several mill- 
fon German subjects; add to the others 
those living in Austria, Switzerland, and 
other parts of the world whose mother 
tongue is Gérman, and is their number 
equal even to those living in France and 
her colonies, Belgium, Switzerland, German 
Lorraine, Canada, and other parts.of the 
world whose mother tongue in French? 

If ‘‘ the most universal language” means 
the language favored in international inter- 
course, French probably ranks higher than 
either English or German: Mr. ells, in 
his ‘‘ Anticipations,”’ declares that French 
is spoken by more woogie whose mother 
tongue is some other language than is 
English, German, or any other language, 
and such has been the experience of the 
present writer during a two years’ resi- 
dence in Europe. 

* English was rarely spoken by a German 
who could not speak French; German b 
an Englishman who could not. spea 
French; and plenty of Germans, English 
Italians, Dutch, Russians, and others could 
speak no language but French aside from 
their mother tongues. 

It may be added that the writer is of 
British descent, and speaks German with 
greater facility than French; further that 
the writer is a thorough believer in the 
practical value of both languages, but_te« 
gards French es more practical than Ger- 
man, as well as far easier. A.

COWES, Isle of Wight, Aug. 2.—The royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert reached here this 
evening. and King Edward immediately 
ordered the issue of the following address: 
“To My Irish People: 

“I desire on leaving Ireland to express to 
my Irish people how deeply I have been 
touched by the kindness and good-will they 
have shown to the Queen and myself. Our 
experience on previous visits had, indeed, 
prepared us for a traditional welcome of a 
Warm-hearted race, but our expectations 
have beeh exceeded. Wherever we have

¢ the community, have made an enduring 
impression upon our hearts. 

* For a country so attractive and a people 
so gifted we cherish the warmest regard, 
and it is, therefore, with supreme satisfac- 
tion that I have so often during our stay 
heard the hope expressed that 4 brighter 
day is dawning upon Ireland. I shall 
eagerly await the fulfillment of this hope. 
Its realization will, under Divine Provi- 
cence, depend largely upon the steady de- 
velopment of self-reliance and co-operation, 
upon better and more practical education, 
upon the growth of industrial and commer- 
cial enterprise, and upon that increase of 
mutual toleration and respect which the re- 
+ pepe sh bis my irish people now enjoy in 
the public administration of their local af- 
fairs is well fitted to teach. It is my ear- 
nest prayer that these and other means of 
national well-being may multiply from year 
to year in Ireland, and that the blessings of 
Peace, contentment, and prosperity may be 
abundantly vouchsafed to her.

The feature of the visit which stands 
out most prominently, says The Times's 
correspondent, was perhaps the manner 
in which the Catholic hierarchy unbent 
from their stubborn attitude of reserve 
to welcome his Majesty. The Bishops, 
far more than the politicians, are still 
the leaders of the Irish democracy, and 
their advice will undoubtedly kill the 
absurd unconstitutional movements— 
such as Mr. Redmond’s injunction that 
no corporate body of Nationalists present 
a ioyal address—to which the Parlia- 
mentary leaders do not scruple to “ play 
up” whenever American subscriptions 
show symptoms of ceasing to flow in. 

The official organ of the Catholic 
Church in Ireland welcomes King Ed- 
ward’s reply to the Maynooth College 
addresses as “a hopeful sign of the 
abatement of the political and sectarian 
animosities which have done much to re- 
tard the country’s progress.”’

MOORISH PRETENDER DEAD ? 


Reported That “Bu Hamara” Has Suc- 
cumbed to Wounds He Received. 
TANGIER, Morocco, Aug. 2.—It is re- 
ported that the Pretender to the throne of 


the Sultan, ‘‘Bu Hamara,” has died of 
wounds received. 








“Bu Hamara” has been reported dead or 
killed a number of times since he first 
raised the standard of revolt Oct. 81, 1902. 
He is described as a very cunning man, who 
at first appealed to the most ignorant 
members of the Berber tribes with conjur- 
ing tricks and whose suceess in this respect 
encouraged him to attempt larger things. 
Early in the revolution he issued a procla- 
mation claiming that his aim was to seat 
Mulai Mohammed, the brother of the Sul- 
tan, on the throne. He was nicknamed “ Bu 
Hamara,”’ which means “father of a she 
ass. 

The revolution conducted under his lead- 
ership grew so serious that July 18 Silvela, 
the Spanish Premier, announced that Spain 
and France had formed an alliance for the 
orotection of the integrity of Morocco. The 
ast large fight in which he was reported to 
have been engaged occurred June 16, when 
he defeated the War Minister of Morocco 
with a loss to the latter's forces of 600 men. 
At that time no mention was made of his 
having been wounded. 


CHINESE LIBERALS TERRIFIED. 


Reformers in Greatest Fear of Arrest— 
Political Discussion Has Stopped 
—The Shanghai Sedition Case. 


PEKING, Aug. 3.—China is witnessing @ 
return to the conditions which followed the 
coup d'état of 1898. Political discussion 
among the Chinese, which increased during 
the Imperia! Court’s recent policy of friend- 
liness toward foreigners, has suddenly 
stopped. 

The plan of the Dowager Empress to ter- 
rify the reformers by the execution of Shen- 
Chien, which took place last Friday, has 
been successful. All the liberal Chinese, 
particularly those who have been associated 
with the reformers, are in the greatest fear 
of arrest, and it is difficult to find a 
Chinaman who is willing to mention politics 
or Friday’s tragedy, although the latter 


is almost the only topic of conversation 
among trusted friends. The officials are 
particularly dumb, The affair is disap- 
pointing to the foreigners, who had hoped 
that the Empress Dowager’s association 
with the women of the legations would 
have a civilizing influence. 

Prince Su, the most liberal of the Manchu 
Princes, who last March issued a procla- 
mation against incense burning before mili- 
tary idols, because it was the chief rite 
during the Boxer troubles, is reported to 
have risked his office by opposing the ex- 
ecution of Shen-Chien. 

In connection with the recent arrest at 
Shanghai of seven Chinese editors on 
charges of sedition and the probable decis- 
ion of the Ministers on the question of 
turning the editors over to Chinese juris- 
diction, a representative of the reformers 
has sent the following letter to The Asso- 
ciated Press: 

** We earnestly hope that the authorities 
of the civilized nations will give a timely 
warning to this Government, which seems 
to be preparing a Bastile for the true lovers 
of China. 

‘“‘It would be discouraging to progressive

Troops Said to Have Slain Twenty-one 
Workmen Near Tiflis—Strikers 
Wreck a Train. 

ST. PETERSBURG, via Frontier, Aug. 2. 
~—There are reports of fresh collisions be- 
tween the troops and strikers on the Trans- 
caucasian Railway, near Tiflis, last Thurs- 
day. The troops were ordered to fire upon 
the rioters, who were using revolvers, with 
the result that twenty-one workmen were 

killed. 

The removal of a rail by the strikers 
wrecked a Transcaucasian Railway train. 
Twelve carriages were smashed and two 
people killed. 


It is asserted here that the Armenians 
are inciting the strikers.

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RIDDER IS AGAINST LOW 


He Won’t Support the Mayor, Says 
Senator Platt. 








The New York Senator Says That Gor- 
man Would Make a Strong Pres- 
idential Candidate. 





William Barnes, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State Executive Committee; Col. 
Michael J. Dady, ex-Congressman William 
L, Ward of Westchester County, and Her- 
man Ridder called on Senator Platt at 
Manhattan Beach yesterday. 

Senator Platt, talking later of Senator 
Gorman and the next Presidential cam-° 
paign, said: 

“I should.say he would make a very" 
strong candidate, though he might be han- 
dicapped in coming from Maryland, owing 
to the position of the State—practically a 
Southern State.” 

“He is said to have a number of friends 
in Wall Street,’’ was remarked. 

“Yes, we all have friends 
Street,”’ the Senator replied. 

“He couldn’t, then, be considered pre- 
erninently a Wall Street Democratic candi- 
date?”’

‘No. But, as I said, I suppose he has 
friends in Wall Street—so has President 
Roosevelt, If Roosevelt hadn’t, he might 


as well go into liquidation.” 

“What did you think of one of his cam- 
paign issues—honesty in public places?” 

‘We're all honest.”’ 

“It has been suggested in Washington 
that inasmuch as Secretary Hay has been 
almost in the next position to that of 
President during the Roosevelt régime that 
it might be in exceedingly good taste to 
name him for Vice President.’ 

** There’s a good deal in that,’ said Sena- 
tor Platt. ‘‘ He's deserving of it.”’ 

When asked about his talk with Herman 
Ridder the Senator remarked: 

“He says he can’t support Low under 
any circumstances.” 

“What are you going to do about it?” 

“Do the best we can. He couldn’t see 
what he had gained fer his organization 
by the Low administration, True, he ad- 
mitted that Commissioner Lindenthal had 
been appointed, but that appointment had 
been a sorry one for his organization, after 
all—might as well not have been made.” 

** How have you fared, Senator?”’ 

‘‘Not much better than Ridder. Only re- 
formers got anything. However, Mayor 
Low appointed Justice Mayer, whom I 
recommended, and he appointed Commis- 
sioner Strasbourger, who was recommended 
by Surveyor of the Port Croft.

They seem to be 
very peculiar—these New York Repub- 
licans.”’

AMBASSADOR CLAYTON’S VIEWS

“I don’t take the proposed candidacy of 
Senator Aldrich seriously. It seems to me 
that the nomination will not go to an East- 
ern man. At present, it would appear that 
pate s or Deveridge or Fairbanks would be 
the man.” 


SAYS WEST IS FOR ROOSEVELT. 


Assistant Immigration Commissioner 
Murray Talks of Trip—President 
Going to Ellis Island. 


Assistant Cemmissioner of Immigration 
Joseph Murray returned Saturday from a 
tour of the West, during which he covered 
practically the same ground as was tra- 
versed by President Roosevelt on his re- 
cent visit to that section. Mr. Murray said 
that everywhere he found a strong senti- 
ment in favor of the President's nomina- 
tioz:, and that in Yellowstone Park he ran 
across Gov. Odell and Police Commissioner 
Greene, with whom he had a pleasant chat 
on affairs non-political. 


‘While away I visited, among other 
places,”’ sald Commissioner Murray, ‘‘ Colo- 
rado Springs, Salt Lake City, San Fran- 
cisco, Pcrtland, Seattle, and the Yellow- 


stone Park. Everywhere I found a strong 
sentiment favoring the nomination for the 
Presidency of Fresident Roosevelt. lis 
name was the only one that I heard meu- 
tioned for the ncemination. On the other 
hand, most of the Democrats that I came 
in contact with were of the silver variety, 
and they all were in favor of Mr. Bryan. 
They think Bryan a great man, and he has 


a strong hold on them. As for Judge Par- 
ker and Senator Gorman, I heard very lit- 
tle of them. They are not. well enough 
known, and, as I said, Mr. Bryan is still 


the man with them out there. 

“In Yellowstone Park I saw Gov. Odell 
and Gen. Greene. Both seemed to be hav- 
ing a great time, and neither of them in 
their conversation with me talked on polit- 
ica! subjects. They were just going into 
the park when I saw them. I may men- 
tlon that Gen. Greene was on horseback, 
while the Governor was in a wagon.”’ 

President Roosevelt will visit Ellis Isi- 
and this week, it is said. Mr.'Murray said 
he had heard of the proposed visit, but was 


not familiar with the details of it. The 
President is expected either Thursday or 
Friday, probably on Thursday.’ Commis-

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 2.—At to- 
day’s session of the American Federation 
of Catholic Societies, Secretary Matre re- 
ported an increase during the past year 
in State federations from four to nine, 
and that there are at present 266 county 
federations in forty States.

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SUGAR IMPORTS GROWING 


Last Year’s Was Largest in the 
Country’s History. 








Porto Rico and Hawall Supplied One- 
fifth of Total of 5,000,000,000 Pounds 
—Cost Lower Than Previously.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—More than 
5,000,000,000 pounds of sugar, valued at 
Over $100,000,000, was brought into the 
United States in the fiscal year just ended. 
This is a larger importation of sugar than 
at any preceding year in the history of the 
country, and the value is greater than in 
any preceding year except the importations 
of 1891, 1893, and 1894. 

These figures include the sugar brought 
from Porto Rico and the Hawaiian Islands, 
and while the figures of the shipments 
from Porto Rico and the Hawaiian Islands 
are not included in the official statement 
of imports, they are properly included in 
the statement to show the quantity of sugar 
coming into the United States. 

The total number of pounds of sugar 
brought into the United States during the 
year was, as shown by the records of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor 
through its Bureau of Statistics, 5,217,077,- 
004, while in no earlier year in the history 
of the country has the importation of sugar 
ever reached 5,000,000,000 pounds. 

The largest importation in any earlier 
year was that of 1897, when the total was 
4,918,905,733 pounds. Adding to the enor- 
mous importation of 1903 600,000,000 pounds 
as the domestic production, would give a 
total sugar supply of 5,817,000,000 pounds 
for the year, or sufficient to furnish an 
average of 72 pounds for each individual in 


the United States, estimating the present 
population at 80,000,000, 

he record of sugar importations tor the 
year differs materially in certain aspects 
from that of earlier years, The total im- 
portation of beet sugar during the year was 
only 87,000,000 pounds, against 255,000,000 
in the fiscal year 1902 and 908,000,000 in the 
fiscal year 1901. Cane sugar, of course, 
composed the remainder, and the cane 
sugar sagen tations of the fiscal year, ex- 
clusive of that brought from Porto Rico 
and the Hawaiian Islands, amounted to 
4,075,000,000 pounds, against 2,685,000,000 in 
ne fiscal year 1002, arid 2,956,000,000 in 


From Porto Rico the total sugar brought 
into the United States amounted to 226,- 


143,508 pounds, valued at $7,466,579, and 
from the Hawaiian Islands, 774,825,420 
pounds, valued at $25,310,684, Thus_ the 


total quantity of sugar supplied by Porto 
Rico and the Hawaiian Islands amounted to 
1,000,000,000 pounds, or about one-fifth of 
the total brought into the country, its 
value being nearly $33,000,000. 
Another marked characteristic cf the 
year’s production of sugar is the fact that 
the price of sugar brought from foreign 
countries has averaged lower than in any 
preceding year. The official statements of 
the Bureau of Statistics have for many 
years shown the “ average cost per round 
in foreign country’ of the sugar imported. 
This average cost was in 1872 and 1878 over 
5 cents per pound. 

From that period it ranged downward, 
averaging four and a fraction cents per 
ound, until 1883, when the cost first fell 
elow 4 cents, being, in 1884, 3.6 conts per 
pound. From that date forward it ranged 
downward, in some years falling below 3 
cents per pound, the figure for 1894 being 
2.0 cents as the year’s average rate o? cost. 
By 1901 the movement was still» slowly 
downward, the average rate from 101 be- 
ing 2.3 cents per pound, while in 102 the 
average cost was 1.82 cents per pound, and 
in the fiscal year just ended the average 
cost in the country of production of the 
sugar imported from foreign countries was 
1.71 cents per pound, which is lower than 
in any preceding year.

Samuel Heddeu Of Union County, N. J. 
Famous for His Stories.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Aug. 2,—Samuel 
Hedden, one of the oldest and best-known 
residents in Union County, died at his 
home, on Duer Street, this city, last even- 
ing, at the age of seventy-nine years. He 
was an original character, keen-witted and 
famous for stories of times “before the 
railroads came.”

DEATH OF DR. VANDERLIP. 





Was One of the Founders of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art. 


The Rev. George Mairs Vanderlip, D. D., 
through whose instrumentality the Young 
Men's Christian Association was estab- 
lished in America, one of the founders of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, and for a 
long time representative of the American 
Baptist Publication Society, died at his 
home, 675 Quincy Street, Brooklyn, on Sat- 
urday.

Dr. Vanderlip was born in Argyle, Wash- 
ington County, N. Y., in 1832.

He was for some time 
English correspondent of The New York 
any Post and The Boston Watchman. 
While in England he became interested in 
the work of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association there, and wrote of it to The 
Watchman. It was due to these letters 
that the first Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation was formed there and the second 
asscciation organized in New York City. 

He became a member of the Board of 
Directors of the New York Association and 
has been active in its affairs ever since. 
He wrote “ Visits to the Homes of English 
Worthies,"" and several minor volumes. 
He was at one time a member of the Cen- 
tury Club and was a member of the St. 
Nicholas Society. For a numper of years 
he was a trustee of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art. He leaves a widow. Arrarnge- 
ments for the funeral are not yet complete.

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TENEMENT HOUSE VALUES 


Controller Grout’s Reply to Com- 
plaints Made by Owners. 








He Declares, 
Class Dis- 
Exam- 


increased Assessed Values, 
' Have Not Affected This 
proportionately—His 
iner’s Report. 





Controller Grout, in a statement prep 
before he sailed for Europe and made pub- 
lic yesterday, replies to the complaints 
made by the owners of tenement property 
to the effect that these properties have 
suffered more than their share of increased 
assessed values and will have to pay larger 
taxes, thereby increasing the rents that 
they will have to demand. The Controller 
says that this is not justified by the facts 
and adds that for the purpose of sccu- 
rately and exactly ascertaining the facts 
on this subject he has caused R. B. Mc- 
Intyre, the examiner in charge of the In- 
vestigations Division of the Finance De- 
partment, to make a most painstaking ex- 
amination. 

This report, which the Controiler declares 
sets forth most conclusively that the state- 
ments of the tenement owners are with- 
eut basis, accompanies the statement from 
the Controller. Mr. Mcintyre, in this re- 
port, says: . 

“Pursuant to your instructions I have 
caused to be made an examination as to 
the operation of the new or “ full” valua- 
of 


tion system, as applied to a number 
tenement properties in the Porough of 
Manhattan.- For this purpose an indis- 


criminate selection has been made of 2,164 
parcels distributed throughout the borough 
in the several sections, as follows:

“In the selection of the parcels here 


used for illustration representatives of this 
department were directed to make personal 
visitation to the properties, with instruc- 
tions to select those only where the prem- 
ises are used as tenements. The buildings 


may reasonably be said to represent the 
various types of tenements to be found in 
the borough, varying from the old-style 
cold-water tenement of four families to the 
modern improved building, housing twenty- 
eight or thirty families. 

* In the preparation of the list of prop- 
erties your-examiners were also instructed 
to limit the examination, as far as possi- 
ble, to those properties only where the 
character of the improvements on the land 
was about the same in 1903 as in 1902. 

“As a result of the examination thus 
made I beg to report that of the 2,164 tene- 
ment properties included in the compila- 
tion 1,869 show a decrease in the amount 
of taxes to be paid in 1908, figured or a 
basis of 1.41867, the tax rate for this year, 
as compared with the taxes of 1902, which 
were at the rate of 2.273. In only 205 in- 
stances, or 136-10 per cent. of the whole 
number of properties dealt with, will there 
be increases in this year’s, tax bills. 

** Examination of the books of the De- 
partment of Taxes and Assessments, wth 
respect to the assessed valuation of the 
2.164 tenement properties concerned, shows 
that the total valuation for purposes of 
taxation in 1902 was $32,245,000, as com- 
pared with 3,542,500 in 1903, an increase 
of $14,297,500, or approximately 443-1l per 
cent., in 1903, over the valuations of 1.02. 

“The total amount of the 1902 tax bills 


on the 2,164 parcels under consideration, 
making allowance for a small difference 


due to the elimination of fractions of over 


one-half cent in the individual bills, was 
approximately $733,060.14, while the tax 


bills for 1903, computed at 1.41367, wili be 
approximately $657,948.38, representing a 
net saving of $75,111.76 in muney to the 
owners of the properties, or a reduction of 
approximately 10 per cent. in the amcunt 
of taxes to be paid this year, as compared 
with 1902. 

* An analysis has been made of the de- 
tail statements from which the abov: to- 
tals were taken. This analysis shows that 
of the 295 propertics where the amount of 
the taxes for 19U3 would appear to ex .ced 
that paid in 1902, there are few cases wnere 
the excess will be over $50.

* Examination has been made of the rec- 
ords in the Register’s Office to determine, 
if possible, the reasons for those increases 
in tax valuations which have resulted in 
increased tax payments. As a result of

WAR ON FISH PEDDLERS 





RODENTS ATE RARE PLANTS. | Many Letters of Sympathy Read 


| Motes and Muskrats Ravaged Dutch | 


Colonial Garden in Van Cort- 
{ landt Park, 


Van Cortlandt Park’s famous Dutch 
colonial garden, recently completed under 
the direction_of the Department of Purks, 
at a cost of about $20,000, has been rav- 
aged and many valuable plants and herbs 


from Europe destroyed by an army of 


wred muskrats and moles. These small animals 


have bored and burrowed the ground, un- 
dermining it in many places, and eaten the 
tender roots and leaves of the plants and 
herbs, killing them completely in many 
cases, 

The garden, which is about a city block 
Square, lies directly in front of the his- 
toric Van Cortlandt mansion, now occu- 
pied and used by the Colonia] Dames of 
the State of New York as a public museum, 
Formerly the ground was an unsighily 
marsh, but Superintendent William Peters 
of the Department of Parks of the Borough 
of the Bronx conceived the idea of trans- 
forming. it into a Dutch colonial garden. 
The idea met with favor, an appropriation 
was made, and the work begun. Surround- 


ing the garden is a canal about four feet 
broad and as many feet deep filled with 
fishes, &c. It was to this particular spct 
that the muskrats which have long infested 
the shores of Van Cortlandt Lake, only a 
few hundred feet away, emigrated and tuok 
full possession. A large number of moles 
also took up their abode in the centre of 
the garden, where there are a number of 
large flower beds in fantastic shapes. 

Little or no attention was paid to the 
rodents until a couple of weeks ag®, when 
several of the park attendants noticed that 
many of the young sprouts and the leaves 
of the most valued herbs and plants had 
been ee off. At first the work was 
attributed to visitors, but a strict wutch 
disproved this. Finally the discovery was 
made that the rats and moles were re- 
sponsible for the destructive work the 
threatened in a short time to lay the en 
tire garden to waste. 

Every known method to destroy the little 
animals was tried, witheut avail. 

At last the aid of Henry Wagner, an 
expert rat catcher and trapper; who had 
done similar work for the city, was called 
in, and for the last ten days he 
has been busily engaged in the work. 
Hie uses trays of his own manufacture, and 
has special appliances for driving the 
rodents from their hiding places, So far 
he has been very successful, and bas al- 
ready trapped about forty muskrats and a 
dozen or so of moles, Already the work 
of destruction has diminished, <nd Rat 
Catcher Wagner hopes to clear the spot of 
the plagues in the course of a week or ten 
days. 


ARABIC BEATS HER RECORD. 


New White Star Liner Makes Passage 
from Queenstown in 7 Days 23 
Hours 57 Minutes.

Dealers Say the Crusade Is Purely in 
the Interest of the Public Health— 
Appeal to Dr. Lederle Planned. 





Letters which were read at a mass meet- 
ing held under the auspices of the Retail 
Fish Dealers Protective Association and 
the Fish Cutters’ and Oyster Openers’ Pro- 
tective Union at 644 Bighth Avenue yes- 
terday afternoon showed clearly that many 
landlords and janitors are determined to 
rout the fish peddlers out of the city. The 
meeting of yesterday was held for the pur- 
pose of showing that the public is in favor 
of the crusade the retail fish men and their 
employes are waging not only against the 
injury to their business, bute also for the 
observance of the health laws. 

The letters, some protesting against the 
littering of their hallways and some com- 
mending the fish dealers for their efforts 
which had been received, were so numer- 
ous that only a few of them could be read 
for want of time. One of them was from 
the Janitors’ Association stating that at’ a 
meeting of the organization held on July 28 
resolutions had been adopted favoring the 
crusade of the fish dealers and their united 
employes and extending their aid, There 
were letters in abundance also citing in- 
stances in which peddlers with basketfuls 
of ill-smelling fish had invaded hallways 
and flats and littered the premises with 
discarded parts of the fish they sold. 

The meeting of yester€@ay was opened by 
Chairman W. W. Greenwood of the Retail 
Fish Dealers’ Protective Association, who 
after outlining the purpose for* which the 
meeting had been called, stated also that 
as the meeting had not been called offi- 
cially by either of the two bodies mostly 
interested, but was a meeting for the pub- 
in general, it would be necessary to ap- 
point a Chairman. According!y Hugh H. 
Masterson, fish merchant and member of 
the Board of Governors of the Retail Fish 
Dealers’ Protective Association, was called 
upon to preside. William C. Wellman, a 
member of the Fish Cutters and Oyster 
Openers’ Protective Union and the pioneer 
in the movement, explained the recent 
steps which had been taken to rid the city 
of the fish peddling nuisance. He said that 
the fight against the fish peddlers was not 
being waged for the purpose of raising the 
price of fish or to deprive poor men of 
their livelihood, but that the movement 
was purely in the interest of public heaith. 
He said that having first succeeded in 
wiping out many of the pushcart peddlers 
whose means of preserving fish was un- 
sanitary enough, there had now sprung up 
a horde of basket peddling vendors whose 
facilides for keeping their limited stock 
fresh and edible were worse? He told of 
how unjust this was to merchants who felt 
called upon to have refrigerating plants, 
throw away tainted goods, besides being 
unhealthful and unsanitary. He told of 
the purport of several letters which had 
not been read, among them this: 

‘ & janitress wanted light from me upon 
a subject touching morais. She explained 
that, haying read of our crusade against 
fish peddiers, she had forbade a peddler 
to enter the building in which she lived and 
worked. The peddiler, she said, had re- 
cently come to her with this proposition: 
He would furnish her with all the fish 
she needed if she would withdraw her op- 
position and objection to him. Was this 
right? Could she do that, she wanted me 
to let her know. 

“I wrote her this: 
after grafters.’ "’ 

Telling of the recent arrests which had 
been made at the instigation of the fish 
men, Mr. Wellman told this story: “A 
fish dealer on Eighth Avenue was arrested 
by the Department of Health for vigievng 
the health laws. He had just been place 
irder $100 bai] for trial when we went to 
his place to see if his arrest would have a 
deterring effect upon him—if he would stop 
selling the tainted fish and get it out of 
the way. He did neither. He sent his 
clerk out to the door, who sold us a fish, 
end we, of course, arrested the clerk. We 
took the man and fish to the Fifty-fourth 
Street Court, Magistrate Pool prestded 
there He wouldn't let us stay in court 
with the fish—made us take it out and 
weigh it. We had paid for two pounds and 
two ounces. It weighed on several scales 
exactly one pound and ten ounces. 

“You see, the public is being doubly 
fooled by these peddlers. They get tainted 
fish, and in addition they get short weight.’’ 

Mr. Wellman explained also that all the 
public officials were with them in the cru- 
sode against the fish peddlers, including 
James B. Reynolds, acting as the Mayor's 
Marshal; Dr. Lederle for the Department 
of Health, and the Corporation Counsel.

INQUIRY INTO DOCTOR’S DEATH. 


Police Believe That an Assault by Rob- 
bers Hastened the End of 
Dr. Hawker. 


There is a doubt about the cause of the 
death of Dr. Benjamin Hawker, who was 
assaulted in his office at 141 Bast Fifty- 
second Street on June 27 last by two men 
who intended to rob him. 

Dr. Hawker died on Friday last. Dr. A. 
A. Wolfe of 603 Lexington Avenue, who 
attended him, issued a death certificate 
giving the cause as diabetes, but at the 
bottom of the certificate he attached a note 
telling of the assault, The Board of Health 
thefore refused to accept the certificate and 
notified the Coroner, 

Coroner's Physician Weston examined 
the body and had a talk with Dr, Wolf and 
another physician who assisted him in at- 


tendance upon Dr. Hawker. He also de- 
cided that death was due to diabetes. 

Despite the opinions of the_ physicians, 
the police and the friends of Dr. Hawker 
seem to think that an autopsy should be 
performed. The police desire this because 
they say it will guide them in the future 
prosecution of Dr. Hawker's asasilant, and 
the dead man’s friends because they say 
they cannot rid themselves of the belief 
that the attack upon Dr. Hawker acceler- 
ated his death. 

The attack upon Dr. Hawker was made 
by Dudley R. Bartlett, who has since been 
sent to the Elmira Reformatory, and Harry 
Capper, who is still at large. 





CURIOUS SURGICAL CASE. 


Over a Hundred Cherry Pits In and 


Near Patient’s Appendix. 


An operation was performed in St. Cath- 
arine’s Hospital, Williamsburg, , Saturday 


on a private patient for a cancer of the | 


stomach, and resulted’ in finding in the 
man’s appendix and other intestinal or- 
gans nearly one hundred cherry pits. Yef 
the appendix was in no way inflamed. The 
identity of the patient was withheid. It 
was admitted last night at the institution 
that it was intended by the surgeons to 
write an exhaustive article for a medical 
journal, Dr. Mathias Figuera, a member 
of the surgical staff, had the patient sent 
to the hospital. 

According to the doctors the man devel- 
oped what was believed to be a stomach 
disorder about July 4. A consultation was 
held and it was thought that the case 
looked much like cancer in the abdominal 
cavity and it was decided to operate. 

When an incision was made in the ab- 
dominal cavity there was found in the ap- 

ndix, to the surprise of the surgeons, a 
arge number of cherry pits, and in the 
other intestinal organs close by more of the 
same kind of obstructions. Two feet of the 
patient’s intestines were removed, after 

: with an artificial coecum was formed and 
joined together with both ends of the intes- 
tines, The appendix was found in a healthy 
condition.- 

The result of the operation was such a 
surprise to the doctors who participated 
that it was decided that the greatest secrecy 
should be maintained in order that the med- 
ical ogee should receive the benefit of it 
for the medical profession. At the hospital 
and at the home of Dr. Figuera the name of 
the patient was refused. The patient is 
doing nicely. 


PREFERRED DEATH TO DINNER. 


Wounded Man Says He Quarreled with 
His Wife Over Her Stewed Corn 
—He May Die. ~~ 


Preferring death to the dinner his wife 
had cooked for him, a roofer named John 
Bell tried to kill himself late yesterday 
afternoon in his tenement apartment at 
451 West Sixteenth Street. As he flour- 
ished his pistol, preparatory +to firing five 
Shots into his mouth, he kissed his nine- 
year-old daughter goodby and shouted a 
general farewell to his other six children. 
There were five reports and a rush of the 
neighbors into the house. Mrs. Annie 
Bell, the man’s wife, saw him fall to the 
floor and attempted to lift him. He seemed 
to be dead, and she rushed to the window, 
still shrieking. Patrolman Lucy of the 
West Twentieth Street Station ran up 
stairs, made a hasty investigation, and 
summoned an ambulance from the New 
York Hospital, where the surgeons decided 
that Bell had a small chance of life. 

, At first there was some doubt as to how 
the shooting occurred. The doctors said 
the mixed-up wounds were caused by three 
or more shots, possibly fired by some one 


other than the injured man, so Detectives 
Mcliver and Drennan were sent by Sergt. 
Regan to investigate. They, too, were un- 
able to decide positively what had hap- 
pened, and they brought Mrs. Bell and the 
eldest daughter, Annie, to the _ station 
house, whence they were sent under guard 
to the hospital. 

Meanwhile Bell had recovered conscious- 
ness. Tot doctors and officers he said 
he had tried to kill himself because of a 
quarrel over some stewed corn prepared for 
him to eat. He said he was sorry he had 
done it. Though he and his wife had had 
quarrels in the past, he said their squab- 
bles had not been serious. Mrs. Bell was 
released immediately after the man told his 
story. 





Peter Keenan, who lives next door, told 
the police that he rushed in after the 
shooting. Bell, he added, recovered con- 


sciousness for a minute, and he asked him 
if the shooting had been intentional. 

** Yes, I did it,’ replied Bell. ‘{ wish I 
hadn't.” 

Mrs. Bell said the sun must have affect- 
ed her husband's brain while he was crab- 
bing, for there was no other reason why he 
should have become so frenzied.
